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SHERMAN RULES THE ROOST 


HIS FRIENDS CONTROL JHE 
CONVENTION. 

THE BLAINE MEN WITH SADLY BEDRAG-: 
GLED PLUMES—THE SHERMAN RESO- 
LUTION SAFE. 

Toitxpo, Ohio, July 27.—John Sherman 
fas got the Ohio Convention sure enough. The 
Blaine men, beginning their complaints after 
the delegations had been elected and making 
them with a great waste of wind, have apparent- 
ly hecome satisfied that Sherman’s lieutenants 
were more than a match for them, are allowing 
their feathers to droop, and may go home with 
battered plumes to await their chance for re- 
venge in next Spring’s convention. The con- 
vention has started, and it is fully equipped 
with Sherman men. The first speaker in the 
body sounded the Sherman call, and Shermi’n’s 
name was the namo that was most vociferously 
applauded. Bilaine’s name has not yet been 
mentionea, and Blaine men have not been 
heard except through the little peep of a resolu- 
tion offered in opposition to that presented by 
Sherman’s friends. 

It is to little purpose just now that the Blaine 
men tell stories about how Sherman has had the 
State patrolled and the means he has used to 
get solid delegations here. They have been 
beaten in a political fight, and as everybody is 
® politician in Ohio, or thinks he is, everyhody 
ought to be ready to take the Sherman pill and 
let time, the healer, repair the damages to 
wounded feelings. 

The attempt to holda Blaine men caucus last 
night did not succeed, and morning found them 
in a state of irritation and perspiration. They 
loafed about until 11 o’clock, when a meeting 
was held in one of the rooms of the Boody 
House. Judge West, the “blind orator,” who 
nominated Blaine at Chicagoin 1884, and who 
won the resentment of the New-York Republic- 
ans by declaring, as a way of angering the 
Arthur men, “ What we want is a candidate who 
tan win with or without the State of New- 
York,” was made Chairman. He made a speech, 
too, and it was full of West’s bitterness and 





fight. He was against Sherman in any 
shape. The Mansfield statesman was not 
wanted iu the convention which was 


called to nominate State officers. Sherman’s 
impertinent demand was characterized very 
freely, and it was plainly intimated that Ohio 
did not care for him on the half shell, hot off tie 


- joint, warmed up, or cold. The caucus was en- 


thusiastic, and it not only cheered West's 
speech, but the speeches of Judge King, Col. 
Jones, and Judge Ambier, who followed him. 
The course of the Sherman men in securing dele- 
gates by misrepresentation was loudly de- 
huunced, and it was the expressed belief of the 
delegates present thatif it had been knowna 
month ago that Sherman intended to ferce him- 
self upon the State for indorsement the Blaine 
men would have beaten him upon a square fignt. 
As it wasthey found only about 250 men who 
were ready to fight a resolution to pledge Ohio’s 
vote to Sherman, while fully one-half of the 
whole convention was merely willing to give a 
pledge that 1s intended to be broken. 

For more than two hours this sort of talk was 
indulged in, everybody who had any experience 
to relate or opinion to express being heard fyom. 
A committee, consisting of Judge West, Col. 
Jones, and Representative McKinley, was ap- 
[ syenge to take charge of Bilaine’s interests. 

hey were to engage in missionary work up to 
the time the convention met and then they were 
to offer a resolution. This resolution was to em- 
body the utmost limit of favor that the 
Biaine men would permit to be ex- 
tended to Sherman, It would permit a great 
deal of praise for Sherman’s long services, 
accord him all the glory that any man is sup- 
posed to deserve for being a citizen of Ohio, and 
even go to the length of ailuding to him as a 
man qualitied to be anything almost, and 
worthy to be President, but not a step further. 
The committee was to look out sharply for a 
pledging resolution, if one should be oftered, and 
Sherman’s friends wanifested the slightest dis- 
Then they must 
fight, get as many votes as they could, and 
make the most vf the lame victury that they 
migbt win. 

While the Blaine men were thus endeavoring 
to pull together and excite themselves into fight- 
ing condition Sherman was ip his parlor with ex- 
Controlier Lawrence, Mr. John A. Bingham, 
ex-Goy. Foster, and other well known Ohio poili- 
ticians. He found little time for resting. The 
door was always open, and most of the time 
there was a string of delegates waiting to shake 
hands with him. The Senator was very gracious, 
had a good word for every caller, and did not 
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tire ot handshaking. Not only the dele- 
gates came in, but the alternates, each 
ef whom was decorated with a_ yellow 


baige that suggested quarantine. ‘‘Charlie” 
Grosvenor, when asked what would be done 
with the Blaine men’s compromise resoiution, 
which had been shown to the Sherman men by 
Major McKinley, simply said that it would be 
necessary to waitfor the convention to decide. 
The opposition lacked the covlness and confi- 
dence of the Sherman people, and they were an- 
noyed to find the Sherman fellows so perfectly 
sure about what would happen. The Blaine 
men only excited laughter by preparing a peti- 
tion setting torth what they would consent to in 
the way of a resoiution, and they soon gave 
over that sort of child’s play. 

While the Boody House was most densely 
thronged, about noon, a brass band was heard 
coming along Madison-street, and presently a 
great procession of Sherman men from Mans- 
field, the “‘ Mansfield Sherman Club,” marched 
up. Each man—and there were several hundred 
of them—wore a badge with the motto * Vim, 
Vigor, and Victory,” ana they cheered for their 
candidate so vigorously that he presentiy 
stepped from his room upon a balcony, 20 feet 
above the cheering crowd. In his speech, with 
charming ingenuousness,Sherman told his friends 
from Richland that they hadcome too late; that 
everything was settled. Everybody was for 
harmony, Foraker, and victory. 1t was simply 
@ pleasant Speech of congratulation and encour- 
agement. The speaker paid no attention toa 
man who suggested his desire to have Sherman 
for President. The Hon. John A. Bingham, who 
followed, spoke more pointedly, plainly refer- 
ring to the indorsement of Sherman as the great 
business on hand, while ex-Gov. Foster, going 
still further, insisted that the State Convention 
should pledge the vote of the State in National 
Convention to the Mansfield statesman. 

In the afternoon the Toledo Cadet Corps, the 
Grant Club, and the Logan Club stopped before 
Sherman’s window and got another speech from 

- him as they were on their way to escort Gov. 

Foraker from the station. It was principally 

addressed to young men, and was well received. 

Brass bands split the hot air frequently as the 

day advanced, arching at the head of arriving 

delegations, and with each new arrival the 
throng on the streeis became dense. 

Late in the afternoon there was a cordial and 
noisy reception to Gov. Foraker. He reached 
the Boody House escorted by the Cadet Corps 
and the Republican clubs, and as he was driven 
up tothe door got a tremendous cheer. There 
could be no mistaking its heartiness. The Gov- 
ernor stood up and bowed and waved his hatin 
response. He was about to alight. but there 
were shouts of “Speech! speech!” and he 
stood in the carriage and made a brief speech. 
It was full of eucouragement for Republicans, 
just alluded to the fact that this was to be a 
State Convention, and it caught the populace 
when the speaker declared that in November the 
lives would sweep irresistibly over the whole 
rebel brigade.

When the convention began to assemble in 

Memorial Hall. As the delegates poured into 

the hall, struggling up several steep flights of 

atairs, it soon became apparent that the crush 

Wag to beenormousand tne confusion distress- 

ing. The hall is a large one, almost square, with 

a trussed roof. A gallery extending beyond the 

area of the halland commanding a view of the 

floor through irregular brick arches was soon 
packed. From the bottom line of the 
roof to the centre of the hall, streamers of red, 
white, and blue bunting were extended, fastened 
where they metin a huge drooping rosette to 
which was pendent a bail of small flags. Chinese 
janterns hung in the arches of the galiery. There 
were crossed flags over the windews, and two 
very large ones at the back of the platform. 

Along the walls there were many triangular 
blue cards bearing the names of battles of the 
rebellion. Small cards on tall staffs designated 
the places for the delegates by districts, — 

The stage, a very high quadrangular structure, 
was filled with chairs in rows. Down on the 
floor infront of this platform were tables. By 
the grace of the local committee that bad 
charge of this part of the Toledo Convention 
these tables and the seats by them were to be 
occupied by the press.

At 4:30 o’clock Mr. Allen T. Brinsmade, the 
Chairman of the State Committee, called the 
convention to order and introduced a clergyman 
who made a gr eimare brief opening prayer. 
Then Chairman Brinsmade made a short speech, 
reminding the convention of Foraker’s victories 
and his splendid Administration, and drew the 
first tremendous cheer of the day by mentioning 
Sherman, The stage audience, which had ap- 

eared to be of no particular use, seemed to have 
‘ound that one of its duties was to cheer vigor- 
ously for Sherman, which it did promptly. Mr. 
Brinsmade was a good enough Eherman man, 
and his mention of Sherman’s worthiness for ele- 
vation to the highest gift’ of the Nation was 
greeted with vociferous and long-continued 
cheering. 

There was no opposition whatever to the se- 
lection of Mr. Daniel J. Ryan as temporary 
Chairman. He was known to be'a Sherman 
man, although an Irish Republican, yet the 
Blaine men let his nomination pass by and he 
took the chair. He is a slightly-built, short, red- 
bearded man, who spoke sharply and nervously. 
His opening remarks, in which he com- 
pared the administration of Foraker with 
that of the Democrats who had preceded 
him, awakened slight enthusiasm. There 
wasa good deal about “coal oil” and Democrat- 
ic extravagance and fraud in it, and the cor- 
rupt Democracy was thoroughly shaken up be- 
fore it was finished. The convention was thor- 
oughly aroused, however, when he came to re- 
fer to the Presidency and to John Sherman as 
the Ohio candidate. The Blaine men entered 
no protest when the cheering came, but listened 
as Mr. Ryan went on in this way: 


GENTLEMEN: These deeds of Democracy have 
made this a Republican year, a year laden with the 
richest auguries of Republican, victory; a year 
crowded with Democratic mistakes. This year, yea, 
this convention, begins the Presidential battle of 
1888. Let this convention to-day name Ohio's 
choice for the Presidency! [Great cheering.) You 
know whom I mean. There is but one name for 
Ohio and Ohioans, whatever there may have been in 
the past. For 28 years the Republican Party 
of Ohio has trusted, loved, and honored John 
Sherman. Let us show the Republicans of 
the country that we honor, love, and trust him still. 
Let us give him such a@ sincere, enthusiastic, and 
determined indorsement as is befitting so distin- 

uished a fellow-citizen, whose deeds will live in the 

‘ation’s history, as do those of Alexander Hamil- 
ton. The Republicans of Ohio, from whose midst 
came a Grant, a Hayes, and a Garfield, cannot with 
credit to themselves do less. This is our oppor- 
tunity; letus grasp it.

THE IRISH LAND BILL IN TH# 
HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
THE GOVERNMENT THINKS IT HAS 
YIELDED ENOUGH ALREADY—SALIS- 
BURY ON GLADSTONE AND PARNELL. 


LONDON, July 27.—The débate on the 
Land bill was resumed in the House of Commons 
to-day. Mr. O’Doherty, Home Ruler, member 
for North Donegal, moved, on behalf of Mr. 
Parnell, to limit to three years the clause pro- 
viding for written notices of evictions instead 
of the present method, on the ground that the 
provisions of the clause would only be required 
until a land purchase bill was passed. 

Mr. Balfour, Chief Secretary for Ireland, speak- 
ing for the Government, declined to accept the 
proposed modification. 

Mr. John Dillon gaia that as the bill was only 
a temporary measure a clause depriving tenants 
of the small fragments of rights reserved to 
them under the act of 1880 ought not to be per- 
manent, He asked whether the Government 
would accept an amendment securing to the 
tenant undisturbed possession between the serv- 
ice of the notice of eviction and the time of its 
redemption. 

Mr. Balfour said the Government would consid- 
er favorably any amendment that would secure 
the tenant a'slight delay between the service of 


notice of eviction and the execution of it for the 
purpose of giving him time to turn round and 
prevent the appearance of harshness on the part 
of the landlord. 

Mr. Thomas Wallace Russell, Liberal Unionist 
member for South Tyrone, suggested a com- 
promise whereby evictees might be reinstated 
as caretakers, and in that capacity have six 
months’ time in which to redeem their holdings. 
Caretakers were now liable to ejectment within 
three days or a week. He (Mr. Russell) support- 
ed the clause generally because it would stop 
one-quarter of the evictions and prevent public 
scandals,

Mr. Healy, continuing, said it was an election- 
eering dodge to pretend that the Government's 
object was to abolish the scandal of evictions. 
The clause was so bad that it outweighed all the 
benefits of the bill. He would rather lose the 
bill than have the clause retained. The clause 
was a deadly, hostile blow at the tenants. The 
fact that the process of eviction was trouble- 
some to jandlords was a protection to tenants, 
but the clause in the bill would lessen this trou- 
ble to the landlords and increase evictions a 
hun dredfold. 

The Right Hon. George Shaw-Lefevre, Home 
Ruler, member for Central Bradford, said the 
Parnellites had made out a strong case. The 
clause was hable to great abuse and, therefore, 
should be temporary. A harsh landlord could 
easily convert his tenants into caretakers, when 
they would be at his mercy and liable to eviction 
at any moment. 

Mr. Balfour said in that respect the clause did 
not change thé existing law. 

Mr. Parnell urged that the Government post- 
pone decision on the clause until clause 22, 
dealing with the powers of the Land Court to 
settle evictions, was settled. He did not agree 
with Mr. Maurice Healy’s persistent opposition, 
but preferred to defer final judgment until he 
could balance the risk of losing the bill against 
the undoubted risks to which the clause would 
subiect tenants. 

The Chairman ruled against further debate. 
The amendment offered by Mr. O’ Doherty was 
lost, the vote being 156 for and 221 against it. 

The annual meeting of the Liberal Union was 
held to-day, Sir Henry James presiding. The 
annual report announced that in addition to the 
400 working Members there were many others 
who offered to qualify for admission by 
speaking, gis eae | or organizing in behalf 
of Unionism. The financial position of the Union 
is strong and the platform electoral agencies are 
active. Mr. Chamberlain, in a speech. expressed 
contidence in the future and in the prospects of 
the permanent triumph of Uniontsm. ,S8ir Henry 
James, Mr. Caine, and Mr. Collings spoke in a 
similar strain and congratulated the Union upon 
its position. 

Lord Salisbury delivered a speech at Norwich 
this evening. He said that Mr. Morley had 
boasted that Liberal success was assured, but 
he (Salisbury) doubted whether any political 
strength based upon the rotten relations exist- 
ing between Gladstone and Parnell could be 
permanent. Mr. Gladstone had argued that the 
whole civilized world condemned England’s pol- 
icy. What had Mr. Gladstone to say to the fact 
that the whole civilized world condemned free 
trade? Anyhow the Government’s policy held 
the field. . Gladstone haa furmulated no 
policy. 

Referring to the Egyptian convention Lord 
Salisbury said 1t was mainly useful to Turkey, 
and that Engiand suffered nothing by its rejec- 
lion. As for the recent by-elections he did not 
believe the results indicated a turn of public 
opinion in favorof home rule. There was no 
home rule plan now before the country that 
any one was bold enough to own. 


FORGER BIDWELL RELEASED. 

Lonbon, July 27.—George Bidwell, who 
was sentenced tolife imprisonment for forging 
Bank of England notes, has been released 
from confinement on the ground of ill health. 
He sailed for New-York on Saturday last. 


20 years the Democratic Party has sought to belittle 
the results of the war.

The restoration ot the Democratic Party to power 
has been like the restoration of the Bourbons aiter 
Napoleor. They represented the anti-patriotic and 
anti-national element of the French people. They 
clung to ideas of government that were as lifeless 
in their day ak the delusion of States rights is in 
ours. But by fate or accident, like the Bour- 
bons of a later era, they came into pow- 
er. They hated the glory, the grandeur, the 
patriotism of the Napoleonic period. They wanted 
to bury the eagles of France, and to turn backward 
the hands of French history. Like the Bourbons of 
to-day they commenced to obliterate the principles 
of national power and greatness by destroying the 
flags and trophies of French victories. They even 
carved the ‘** N” from. the monuments of Napoleon's 
glory. But the memories of France’s soldiers dead, 
and the patriotism of the people living, destroyed 
Bourbonism root and branch, and drove it from 
@ place in French history. And so will the 
mystic memories of the dead boys in blue and the 
patriotic impulses of their living comrades treat 
the Bourbonism of Democracy. It may laugh and 
sneer at pensions; it may veto them with sarcasm 
and ribald jest; it may pour forth its sweetest words 
and hang banners at half mast in tribute to those 
who were traitors to the Republic; but no rebel flags 
will be surrendered while Foraker is Governor. When 
our gallant leader spoke thdse words he spoke for 
the living and the dead. No, gentlemen, the patriotio 
American people have not forgotten the past. They 
have forgiven it, but they will not follow a Bour- 
bonism which seeks to revive the principles of a 
lost cause—principles that were shot to death nearly 
& generation ago. ‘heir march isin another direc. 
tion, and as sure as November comes we will elect 
Foraker and the State ticket. Then, let us turn 
toward 1888 and try te put John Sherman in the 
White House.” 


When tie temporary Chairman’s speech was 
finished, and the delegates hud stopped cheer- 
ing, “ Jake” Donaldson, another Sherman man 
who had been made temporary Secretary, read 
the cali for reports from districts of the Com- 
mittees on Rules, Resolutions, Credentials, and 
Permanent Organization. When the reports 
were ailin, and further business was in order, 
Representative C. H. Grosvenor rose from a 
middle place in the hali, holding out a resolution 
which he desired to offer. Gen. Keifer, rising 
from the opposite side of the hall, asked that the 
convention order that ail resolutions be sent to 
the Committee on Resolutions without debate. 
The Blaine men did not oppose this, and it was 
so ordered.

AN INSURANCE SUIT. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., July 27.—A suit has 
just been commenced in the Delaware County 
Circuit Court which involves novel and inter- 
esting questions of insurance law. George B. 
More & Co., owners of the creamery recently de- 
stroyed by fire at Harperstield, bring an action 
against the Bowery Fire Insurance Company, of 
New-York, to recover $1,800, alleged to be due 
under a parole contraet of insurance covering 


the property. The plaintiffs seek to enforce the

KATIE ANDERSON’S MURDERER. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 27.—Barclay Peak, 
who is now 1n jail at Mount Holly, sentenced to 
be hanged for the murder of Katie Anderson, is 
in good spirits and still says that he is innocent. 
He says that the people who expect that he will 
make a confession will be disappointed, because 
he has no confession to make. 

“Since I’ve been in jail,” he said, ‘“‘ preachers, 
teachers, and Salvation Army crauks have been 
trying to get me to confess to acrime I did not 
commit. They make me tired. .I wouldn't 
make it to them if I had any to make, but I 
baven’t. If I have to hang, I'll go upon the scaf- 
fold without a murmur, because I know I am 
innocent. Why,even Katie Anderson’s father 
don’t want me to be hanged; he said sv to a 
friend of mine, and if he feels that way I don’t 
gee why other people should be so eager to have 
me put out of the way. They have a watch on 
me every nigpt now, for fear Vill run away or 
break jail, but [ don’t blame the Sheriff for that, 
it’s hiaduty. Only [ wouldn’t escape if the jail 
door was thrown open.”

MANY KILLED AND WOUNDED. 


‘TERRIBLE COLLISION ON THE CHICAGO 
AND ALTON RAILROAD. 

BLOOMINGTON, IIL, July 27.—A south-. 
bound freight train on the Chicago and Alton 
Road came into collision with a construction 
train between Hopedale and Delavan, Ill, to- 
day, killing four men outright, fatally erushing . 
a fifth, and injuring ten others. 

The dead are: James Brown, Hopedale; 
¥rank Drake, Petersburg; James Kellogg, Mor- 
ton Dunsett, Delevan; Plano Barrow, Ashland. 

The list of wounded includes Roadmaster 


Thomas Kavanagh, August Kadel, Blooming 
ton; John Ely, Hopedale; Samuel ~Ander- 
son, W. Kenney, allula; Simon Atkins, 
Hopedale; John Cox, foreman of the con- 
struction; Frank Holmes, Bloomington, en- 
gineer of the (freight train; Thomas 
De Long, brakeman on samo train, and Charles 
Smith.

This list may be increased as 
further particulars come in, the excitement at 
the scene rendering it very difficult to get de- 
tails.

PEKIN, Ill, July 27.—Reports from Hope-

HE KEPT HIS WORD. 


AND MR. BENSINGER GETS HIS JEWELS 
BACK FOR MONEY. 

CuHicaGo, July 27.—A thief kept his 
agreement to-day and his victim kept his word, 
whereby $5,000 changed hands and a quantity 
of stolen property was restored to its rightful 
owner. Who the thief was is not known, but 
the robbed man was Mr. Moses Bensinger, of the 
Brunswick-Balke-Collender Company. A lot of 


family jewels were stolen several months ago 
from the vault at the company’s office. The 
jewels belonged to Mr. Bensinger and were in- 
trinsically worth about $5,000, although much 
more highly valued py their owner. 

Detectives failed to get any clue to the thief, 
and Mr. Bensinger advertised, offering $2,000 
for the return of the property. After two weeks 
of waiting he received a letter from the thief, 
who said he had the stuff, but would not return 
it for less than $3,000. Mr. Bensinger accepted 
the terms through the personal column of a 
newspaper, and then the thief raised the ransom 
to $5,000. This was more than Mr. Bensipger 
wanted to pay, but he finally consented, a fort- 
night ago, to pay the amount demanded. 

The thief agreed to send the property to the 
company’s otlice to-day, stipulating that the 
messenger should be neither questioned nor 
tracked. At the appointed hour about noon a 
district messenger boy appeared at the office 
bearing a package containing all the jewels. 
The property was examined and found all right, 
and a certified check for $5,000 was given to 
the messenger boy, who disappeared. 

Friends of Mr. Bensinger say that he would 
have paid more than $5,000 to recover his 
jewels, and that he is not inclined to make 
further pursuit of the thief. Mr. Bensinger says 
he hasjno idea who the thief was, but believes 
he was an amateur.

THE CHICAGO BOODLERS. 
CuicaGo, July 27.—Only petty jobs of the 
boodle gang were exposed in the trial of the 
County Commissioners to-day. This class of 
evidence was apparently inexhaustible, and em-

SENATOR FASSETT HAS: STRONG 
OPPOSITION. 

A REVIEW OF THE INFLUENCES THA 
MAKE HIM WORK THESE HOT. DAYS 
FOR POLITICAL LIFE, 

Etmira, July 27.—They tell innocents 











| from abroad down here in the Chemung oven 


that it’s too hot and too early for any transac- 
tions in politics. It is hot and it is early, and 
it’s just the season when the average man thinks 
little of affairs of State and much of corporeal 
comfort. But if one willdig around in the shade 
& little he will discover signs of great mental 
and physical perspiration, such as could only 
follow great activity on the part of politicians. 
The heat has been intense. Up under the esves 
of Senator Jay Sloat Fassett’s mackinaw straw 
hat, for instance, the thermometer attains a 
altitude of 110° Fahrenheit, and, curiously 
enough, the column of mercury has hung right 
about there, no matter what the conditions of 
the surrounding atmosphere, for nearly three 
weeks. When the orb of day drops over the 
Chemung. hills his coppery eye closes on this 
high mercury mark, and whsn he rises in the 
morning there it is again at the same old notch, 
and there is tle Senator himscif hustling for 
dear life. They don’t elect Democratic Senators 
from thts district as # rule, and so the Repub- 
lican who wants to be the representative of 
“the buckwheat district” in the upper honse at 
Albany—Steuben is the largest buckwheat-pro- 
ducing county in the State—must get all of his 
workin prior to the nominating convention of 
his own party. That is what Senator Fassett 
is doing, and, being naturally a “ hustler,” he 
is leaving no stone unturned. He postponed his 
Summer vacation at Yorkbeach, Me., and for 
some weeks he has been wilting three collars a 
day in traveling over the hills and dales of Steu- 
ben and Allegany Counties. Like the Wander- 
ing Jew, he must keep right on, for if he takes 
arun tothe seashore everybody will say that 
he is hesitating, and has about given up the 
fight for renomination. 

Senator Fassett has served two terms already 
In the Senate, and he is ambitious to be returned 
a third time. To accomplish this he must neces- 
sarily force things, for both Steuben and Alle- 
gany claim the nomination, and the polities of 
both those counties is domineered by sharp, 
shrewd men, who are ambitious themselves, and 
some of whom are hostile to Mr. Fassett and 
have no hesitation in saying so. he Senator 
was the little piece of leaven that gave auy- 
hing like respectability to the lump of Platt 
Senators in the last Senate. Men looked queerly 
at one another and talked about robbers and 
highwaymen when discussing the personnel of 
the Platt seven, but they always rounded up 
with atribute to Mr. Fassett’s character, not- 
withstanding any criticisms they passed upon 
his acts. He is young, and like most young men 
in politics is liable to grow older and learn 
much by experience. Heis wealthy. He owns 
houses and lands and horses and earriages, 
stocks, bonds, a law library, and a news- 
paper, His friends say he migh® scp- 
plant Platt as the boss of the South- 
ern Tier and gently guide the politicians 
from Sullivan County to Lake Erie if he 
would only quit officeholding, attend to his 
newspaper, and give some of the older boys a 
chance. Just now, however, the Elmira Adver- 
liser is aclogon his movements, and whenever 
he roams outside of Chemung County his 
wealth makes him an object of suspicious con- 
cern to other candidates and he is the subject 
of many unekaritabis remarks. In his Bome 
county the Senator bolds that substantial posi- 
tion described by “the boys” as “solid.” He 
will have the six delegates to which Chemung is 
eutitled in the Senatorial convention. Alle 
gany County is entitied to eight delegates and 
Steuben to twelve. Of these last the Corning 
district (Second Assembly) will have seven and 
the First, or Bath district, five. Chemung, with 
Allegany, will control the nomination, or if the 
Senator can break into the Steuben delegation 
and through his friend Health Officer Smith 
can secure two or three of the Allegany ‘delega- 
tion besides, he still can secure his prize. How 
to do this 1s the uppermost thought in his mind 
this hot month, and how to prevent it is receiv- 
ing equally serious consideration from his.oppo 
nents in Steuben and Allegany. 

Steuben adjoins Chemung on the west. The 
tobacco farms of Big Flats run into these of 
Corning and Painted Post, where a Brooklyn 
regiment made a heroie record in the riots of 
1877. Four years ago, when Mr. Fassett, then 
almost unknown outside his county, was enter- 
ing polities, the line whieh ran across these farms 
and separated the two counties was purely 
imaginary. Chester 8. Cole, the old Captainof 
the Port of New-York, and Mr. Fassett and the 
two counties and all their interests were 
united by acommon bond of sympathy, fellow- 
ship, yes, and love of the kind which was beau- 
tiful and seemingly imperishable. Mr. Cole was 
edging the young Elmira lawyer into politics. 
To-day a high board fence marks the division 
line between these congenial spirits, and Mr. 
Cole is just as earnestly engaged in edging 
the Senator out of politics, In this he 
has the sympathy of a great many 
of the farmers and of residents of the 
smail villages who believe Mr. Fassett misrep- 
resented the sentiment of his district in casting 
his lot for two terms in succession with Platt 
and Morton. They say that he might,if he 
had wanted to be fair, have helped protect 
Health Officer Smith, whose home is in Allegany, 
put he should also have voiced the opinions of 
the farmers who were anxious to have Warner 
Miller returned to the United States Sen- 
ate. However, he didn’t, and that is one of 
the reasons why the Steuben Republicans gener- 
ally hope to see Gen. Crane, of Hornelisville, 
the next Senator from this district and why 
there is so much sympathy expressed for Capt. 
Cole in his efforts to defeat Mr. Fassett. 

That there is some personal feeling between 
Mr. Cole and Mr. Fassett will not be denied. 
The latter undertook upon one occasion toareuse 
the farmers’ sympathies for Prof. Milne, who 
was a candidate for the oflice of Superintendeat 
of Public Instruction. Mr. Cole, believing An- 
drew S. Draper to be the better man, had en- 
listed im his cause. Disappointment over the 
course of the Senator had much to do with the 
tart reply «which he made to the latter's let- 
ter. ‘I feel greatly relieved at tinding some- 
body ready to think for me and advise me as to 
the course I should pursue,” he wrote Mr. Fas- 
sett. ‘ Your thoughtful letter comes a little 
late. I gave up thinking some days ago 
and placed my mentai machmery in Charlie 
Hackett’s hands. I would respectfully refer you 
to him for ali further information.” On the 
wings of the next mailcame a letter to the Cap- 
tain addressed ‘*Most Respected Sir, and in- 
closing that simple but heartfelt token of ap- 
preciation, “Thanks, awfully.” That was ail, 
except the signature, which was In the Senator’s 
own hand, his name being written in full and 
with a flourish denoting emphasis as well as 
dignity. Nations have gone to war on less than 
this. The Senator never sees the Chairman of 
the Republican State Committee nowadays, but 
the latter woves leisurely along, running his sas 
mill, keeping meanwhile the gearing of the Steu- 
ben machine well oiled and ready for instant use 
against the Senator in the Senatorial Conven- 
tion.

THE FIGHT IN NEW-HAMPSHIRE, 

Coxconp, N, H., July 27.—The railroad 
fight in New-Hampshire has attained gigantic 
proportions and totally absurba the attention of 
the Legislature and, for that matter, of the entire 
State. Concord jg ful! of raliroatiobbyisis, and 
the Boston and Maine Railroad is making 
great efforts to carry its point and gain con- 





trol of the New-Haimpshire system. Two 
bills are before the Legislature. The 


Hazen bill provides for no reduction on the 
reads which the Boston and Maine may lease 
under it, either in passenger fares or freight 
rates. No limitis fixed beyond which they may 
net go. The Atherton bill provides for a large 
reduction in passenger rates and specifies that 
freight rates shall not be raised. The Hazen 
bill offera no such protection to the people of the 
State. 

There is a widespread feeling in the Legis- 
lature against allowing a foreign corporation, or 
one largely so, to obtain a practical monopoly of 
all the principal railroads in the State 
for a period of 99 years without 
any restricting conditions of any kind 
whatever. This 1s, in the opinion 
of a large number of the members, 
precisely what the Hazen bill proposes. They 
say the bill is too broad and sweeping. If the 
Legislature should see fit to pass the bill the 
New-Hampshire roads in the central part of the 
State would be inevitably compelled to go in 
the Boston and Maine system for a term of 
years three times as long as the average jlife of 
man. 

The: members of the present Legislature are 
asked to make a law for the three succeeding 
generations which shall come after them. Dire 
things are predicted by the friends of either bill 
if the other measure is adopted, Naturally, 
charges of corruption are rife on both sides, 
Tne Concord people charge the Bosten aud 
Maine people with expending $100,000 to gain 
support for their scheme, and the Boston and 
Maine folks say the other fellows have purchased 
all whom they have been unable to buy. 





EAST-BOUND SHIPMENTS. 
CuicaGo, July 27.—The shipments of 
flour, grain, and provisions from Chicago and 
points common thereto to through points in the

ENGLISHMEN TO BE NATURALIZED, 
From the Boston Journal, July 25. 

A movement of no little significance and 
importance politically, and one of the out- 
growths of the recent demonstration against the 
use of Faneuil Hall for the celebration of the 
Queen’s jubilee, is the plan undertaken by the 
various British and Scottish associations in the 


State for naturalizing their members and all 
other British subjects who may be eligible to 
citizenship. Those interested in the movement 
feel that the proposed action is necessary for 
their own protection, and, furthermore, isaduty 
too long neglected, The first steps in the direc- 
tion of the proposed plan were taken at a meet- 
ing following that of the Exeeutive Com- 
mittee of the Queen’a jubilee held at 
the Quincy House Saturday evening, July 
16. Thirty-four organizations were representei. 
An Executive Board was elected to earry out 
the idea in view, to which was given the power 
of calling future meetings, This board is com- 
posed of James Wemyss, Jr., President of the 
Scotch Charitable Association; John Kinnear, 
Secretary, Royal Chief of the Order of Scottish 
Clans; James Stalre, of the British-American 
Club, and Messrs, Cornell and Arnold, Grand 
Deputies of the Sons of St. George. Among the 
active promoters of the movement are severnl 
large Boston merchants of British origin, in 
whose employ are many of their own couptry- 
men, Whom they expect to induce to becone 
citizens, It is calculated by careful estimation 
hat there are at least 27,000 unnaturalized 
British-born men in the Staite, a large propor- 
tion of whom live in the large cities of the east- 
ern section.

DISOOMFORTS OF SPECIAL TRAINS. 

From the Railroad Gazette, July 22. 

In truth special trains are handicapped 
by pronounced disadvantages, and many ollicers 
have come to regard them in the nature of nec- 
essary evils, and to be avoided when possible. 
The fact that both the men on the train and 
others whose duties are affected by it are work- 


ing outside of their habitual round is well un- 
derstood, and has been heretofore referred to in 
these columns. Buta prominent cause of dis- 
comfort in such trains Irequently is the exces- 
sive speed, and it may be reasonably conject- 
ured that this, with its attendant excitement, 
more or jess mild, among beth passengers 
and trainmen, is one of the considerations 
which weighed in the opinion we have 
quoted. By excessive speed we do not mean 
an unusafo rate, but one that is too high for 
comfort. When the Jarrett aud Palmer train 
went across the continent in 1876 in 84 hours 1t 
was reported that the passengers alighted *com- 
pletely jagyed out.” all will agree that mauy 
trains, both regular and spectal, are Row run teo 
fast for the comfort of passengers. A solid train 
of half a dozen 35-ton sleepers, with double 
windows, closed, (a8 in Winter,) on a first-class 
track, running at uniform speed, can be run 60 
miles an hour, or faster, without a suspicion of 
the high speed en the part of mostof the pas- 
sengers, but there are comparatively few roads 
that can do this, and these which can do not 
fecl as though they could afford a great 
deal of it. Those who attempt to imitate 
this method with light cars, stiff springs, un- 
even speed, (as required by grades,) dusty 
road, and open windows find the experiment 
more or less trying to people’s nerves. A 
train which from any cause makes a racket 
that constantly intrudes itself upon passengers 
ears canvot be called really pleasant to ride 
upon. Every one recognizes the diderence be- 
tween au open-windowed local train iu a dusty 
season and the comparative quiet of a heavy 
sleeper in Winter when spow is several inches 
above the rail, and even on rock ballasted track 
the reverberations from every object passed are 
often unpleasant. Most people desire quiet as 
much in a day car as at night. To secure absence 
of jar is not an easy task, and certainly cannot 
be successfully done at high speeds without 
heavy ears, so that increase or decrease of load 
shall not seriously affect the operation of the 
springs, and noise cannot be satisfactorily ex- 
cluded, in Summer at least, without such ven- 
tilating arrangements as will admit of having 
most of the windows closed.

JHE COKE REGION STRIEE, 


AN INSIDE VIEW OF THE CAUSE QF 


THE TROUBLE. 
To the Editor of the New-York Timea: 

If your correspondent who reported the strike 
in the coke region was sent from New-York for the 
purpose of giving the readers of THE TIMES a trae 
accountof the causes that led to and the conditions 
of the strike Iam sorry to say that in the mainil 
was afutile mission. After referring to thé strike 
being carried on against the umpire’s award he 
gays: 


“When coke was sellingat $1 50 aton the men 
were getting $1 for mining 100 bushels, and 60 cents 
for ‘drawing’ the same amount from the ovens. 
They were promised an advanceon the basis of a 
sliding scale when the price of coke advanced. They 
thought they discovered that coke had gone up to $2 
a ton, and they demanded a raise of 25 per cent. 
This was the dispute referred to the umpire, Jack- 
son. He found that the men were not entitled to an 
advance till the priceof cokeadvanced. But the 
men say that the testimony of the operators at that 
hearing showed that coke had advanced, not te $2 
but to $1 75,and that the umpire ought to have 
awarded theman advance of 1249 per cent. accord- 
ingly. So they worked two days as a technical 
acceptance of the decision, and then struck ioran 
advance,” 

The first part of the quotation is right, but the 
latter and principal part shows a remarkable igne 
ranco of the true causes that led to the strike. 

On Dee. 24, 1838, the coke operators agreed with 
the workmen’s representatives to advance wages in 
yroportion to the advances in the price of coke. At 
that time the market price of coke was$l 50. This 
price advanced to $2 per ton, and, according to agree- 
ment, the workmen asked a proportionate advance 
in wages, In meeting with the coke operators to ad- 
just the rate of increase they claimed that while 
the market rate was $2 the average rate was only 
$1 74 per ton, but admitted that where the market 
rate was $1 50 the average rate was only $1 40. This 
showed an advance in the market rate of 334s per 
cent. and on the average rate of 244 per cent. 
Then, without any mistake whatever about the 
price of coke,a demand was made for 20 percent. 
(not 26 per cent,, as your reporter has it,) based 
on the average rate of $1 74 per ton. The operaters 
offered 5 per cent, which waa refused by the work- 
men. The case was left to arbitration, and Johy 
B. Jackson, of Pittsburg, was named by the operat. 
ors and accepted by the workmen as umpire. After 
keeping the evidence in his hand for only a few 
hours, (and the evidence centained some 15,000 
words and figures,) he gave his award in a few 
words, merely saying he had looked over the evi- 
dence and coucluded the workmen were entitled to 
noadvance whatever. The decision was so manh 
festly unfair that nota newspaper in this part of 
the country offered to sustain, but without excep 
tion admitted it was wrong. The decision was te 
take effect from Feb. 1, and it was given ia 
the last days of April, therefore it had already 
deprived the workmen of an advance due them 
for three months. They accepted it for that 
period and then reduced their demand to 12% pet 
cent., and gave the operators four days to reply, 
They refused to act,and consequent/y the strike 
was occasioned. This is a true statement of the 
causes that led to the strike, and I challenge contra 
diction in apy particular from apy one. The long 
time contracts which, being taken at a low figure 
years ago, reduced the selling price to an average of 
$1 74, wore those of Frick, Carnegie & Co., yet this 
firm, with its low contracts, paid the wages the 
strikers demanded. Themen have now only done 
whati they done before, é. e., they commenced work 
with the understanding that the wages will be ad. 
justed at once. This is precisely the thing they 
did when they demanded 124g per cent. and worked 
four days to enabiethe employers to consider their 
demand. ’Tis very hardto find a newspaper that 
will credit the workingman with all he is worth 
when uecessity and or compel him to be a 
striker.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this city, fair weather, winds 
generally southerly. 

Whatever may be the value of an indorse- 
ment by the Republican Convention at To- 
ledo to-day, it is plain from our dispatches 
that Senator SHERMAN will have it. He has 
won it by shrewd, not to say sharp, tactics, 
and at the game they are very fond of play- 
ing themselves he has beaten the Blaine 
faction very badly.

The scheme of mobilization to be under- 
taken by Gen. FERRON ought not to furnish 
any new material for the alarmists, but it 
probably will do so. A convincing proof of 
the pacific purposes of France is her dis- 
placement of the “god of the music halls,” 
as JULES FERRY styles BOULANGER. The 
plan of experimental mobilization had al- 
ready been formed under the ex-Minister 
of War, and when his successor came into 
office the changes proposed made it less lia- 
ble to misinterpretation. It does not yet 
appear in what part of France the ex- 
periment will be made, but naturally 
troops will be moved toward the 
direct frontier between France and 
Germany. But to say that mobilizing near 
the frontier must be taken as a declaration 
of war is absurd. When the French Cham- 
bers voted in favor of making this the main 
feature of the Autumn manceuvres the ar- 
gument was the need of testing the real 
efficiency of railway transportation in mov- 
ing artillery, munitions, horses, and sup- 
plies as well as men. The period during 
which this test of the railways is made on 
the selected lines may cause immense grum- 
bling from touristsand traders, but néed give 
no anxiety to Germany. The number of 
troops thus set in motion could never take 
her by surprise, and she might even utilize 
the movement for testing her own staff sys- 
tems. 





President CLEVELAND, in accepting the 
invitation to visit Kansas City, expressed 
his pleasure that it had no “partisan or 
political feature.” His visit to the West, 
which is to take place early in October, is 
likely to prove a notable event. His 
desire to see the country and visit the 
people without any suggestion of a 
political purpose will no doubt be re- 
ciprocated by a desire to do honor 
to the Chief Magistrate of the Nation 
without regard to party considerations, 
This is a wholesome exhibition of feeling on 
both sides, and gives promise of a time 
when a President, once elected, shall be re- 
garded asthe representative of the whole 
people and not the head of a political party. 
Mr. CLEVELAND comes nearer to holding 
that relation in the estimation of the whole 
country than any President we have had in 
many years. 











We see no occasion for exhibitions of 
temper and excitement in the meetings of 
the Board of Electrical Control.

what ought to be the attitude of the public 


| and of the newspaper press ? 


A crime had been committed, the,ymost in- 
sidious and dangerous that can assail the 
well-being of a State. It revealed a condi- 

| tion of rottenness and of boldness in the 
work of corruption that was alarming, and 


it was of the utmost importance that its ex- 
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posure should be followed by a stern and 
swift vindication of the law. There were 
many difficulties and adverse influences in 
the way. It was necessary that the prose- 
cuting officers should be spurred up to their 
duties and that the courts should be urged 
to speedy action. Such crimes are generally 
committed in the dark, and the money and 
influence that have been used for corrupt 
ends are potent in impeding the course of 
justice. It was well known that the bribery 
of legislators and of Aldermen had been a 
common offense, and that its punishment had 
been exceedingly rare. In fact, no man had 
ever been convicted in this State of giving 
a bribe. 

It was naturally gratifying to public feel- 
ing that at last in this city the evidence of 
bribery had been obtained and the guilt of 
several Aldermen so clearly established that 
no Judge would grant a stay ofexecution aft- 
er conviction. But it was felt that even more 
guilty than the Aldermen were the men 
who corrupted them, the chief of whom 
was JACOB SHARP. But he was rich and 
powerful, and had at his command every 
resource that money could buy, and seemed 
to be confident of his ability to beat justice 
in the contest. Should he, the prime mover 
and chief beneficiary in the iniquity, be 
allowed to escape? He was brought to 
trial, and to the surprise of the public the 
evidence against him was far more over- 
whelming and conclusive than in any of 
the cases of his victims. There was prac- 
tically"no defense; and”an iipartial jury 
brought in a verdict of conviction in fif- 
teen minutes. 

Is it any wonder that the public is im- 
patient of any proposition to delay the 
execution of the sentence? It is because 
the case is so clear, the conduct of the trial 
was s0 careful and conscientious, and the 
verdict so manifestly just, that the prospect 
of astay of execution, which may lead to a 
release on bail and a final defeat of justice— 
for bail would not hold SHARP within the 
jurisdiction of this Staté twenty-four hours 
—is exasperating to the public mind. If 
there was cause for refusing a stay in the 
case of JAEHNE, in the case of MCQUADE, 
in the case of O’NEm, there is ten times the 
cause in the case of SHARP. There is not 
the least hope that Judge BARRETT would be 
overruled on any essential point and the 
verdict set aside. The object is delay and 
the chance it involves of escape from the 
penalty of the law. Itis not trying to in- 
timidate the Bench to declare plainly that 
a stay of execution in this case would be an 
obstruction of the administration of justice 
for which the responsibility would be ex- 
tremely grave. 





THE ELM-STREET IMPROVEMENT. 

There seems to be an unnecessary amount 
of delay over the project for widening and 
extending Elm-street. When the matter 
came before the Board of Street Opening 
and Improvement it was shown that the 
owners of nearly all of the property along 
the line of the proposed work were in favor 
of it. The need of the improvement as a 
public enterprise has also been made mani- 
fest for years. A broad thoroughfare on the 
line proposed will serve not only to pre- 
vent the clogging up of Broadway between 
the City Hall and Eighth-street, but will 
also give new and much needed facilities for 
growing travel and traffic. Another good 
wide business street will be added to 
those already in use, and the enhanced 
value of the property benefited will make a 
good showing on the city’s tax books. To 
these may be added the sanitary reason that 
by the demolition of the rookeries on the 
line of the work and the proper grading of 
the new street the healthfulness of the 
dwellings along a strip of more than a mile 
in length will be decidedly improved. 

At the last hearing before the Street 
Opening Board the Mayor objected to im- 
mediate action, and, in deference to his 
suggestion, members of the societies of 
Civil and Mechanical Engineers were 
appealed to as to the desirability of 
the work, or at least as to its use- 
fulness in relieving Broadway. Nothing 
that is publicly known has been heard from 
the different engineers, and it seems to be 
exceedingly questionable as to whether their 
opinions when rendered will be of special 
value. During Mayor Hrwrtr’s vacation 
Acting Mayor BEEKMAN, it was reported, 
had some men count the number of wagons 
on Broadway at different points fora few 
hours, and the result of this enumeration 
was said to show that the street below the 
City Hall was more thronged with vehicles 
than it was above the point mentioned. 
This can, however, hardly be deemed an 
argument against the need of the Elm-street 
widening and extension. 

It is undoubtedly true that Broadway 
below the City Hall Park is most uncom- 
fortably crowded during the busy part of 
the day by vehicles and that relief should 
be afforded by means of a wide thorough- 
fare to the east of it. Butit is just as true 
that such a thoroughfare to relieve Broad- 
way cannot under existing circumstances 
be cut out below the City Hall Park in such 
® way as to lead into and relieve Broadway. 
If a parallel street is needed it may be 
found in William-street, which can be 
readily widened and made to form a con- 
tinuation of the new Elm-street. Then the 
city will have a long, broad street which 
will continue Fourth-avenue and may be 
extended to South Ferry. 

One thing which should be borne in,mind 
in considering the question has not, we 
think, been given the attention it deserves. 
This is the need of arranging not only for 
the present needs, but for the future re- 
quirements of the city. With increasing 
business and added travel and traffic the 
Elm-street widening and extension must 
In a very few years the 
city’s business down town will be more 
crippled than it is for lack of proper 
thoroughfares. Itis the part of wisdom tovar- 
range for these growing needs and for these

THE PRANZINI CASE. 

With the execution of HENRI PRANZINI 
in Paris the last scene of the triple tragedy 
of the Rue Montaigne will have been en- 
acted, and French justice will have scored 
another point in the record which places 
France far in advance of America in her 
prompt dealings with criminals. It is less 
than five months since the three murders 
for which PRANZINI was sentenced to the 
guillotine were first discovered, and the 
author of the crimes was at first unknown 
and unsuspected. In this short period 
the assassin has been hunted down, 
tried, convicted, and sentenced. No oppor- 
tunity has been given to sentimental women 
to make a hero of the red-handed murderer. 
His cell has not been garlanded with flow- 
ers, and he has not been fattened for the 
guillotine by the choicest offerings of the 
Parisian markets. When PRANZINI left the 
Court of Assizes sentenced to death he dis- 
appeared from the outside world a8 com- 
pletely as his body must disappear from the 
surface of the earth. He entered his cell 
not to leave it again until beckoned to the 
block by the sombre headsman. 
was sealed beyond recall the moment his 
sentence was pronounced, and from that mo- 
ment society had no more to fear from him, 

The contrast between the execution of 
the criminal law in France and the un- 
reasoning tenderness with which murder- 
ers are treated in this country is one that 
has often been referred to, but Americans 



































calculated to teach. There is no ques- 
tion in the case of a condemned mur- 
derer of the right or wisdom of the law 
inflicting capital punishment as the penalty 
for his crime. Thelaw stands, and under 
ita man sentenced to death must be re- 
garded as having clearly forfeited his life 
to secure the safety of society at largo. 
The French understand that in order to 
carry any moral effect a death sentence 
must be executed promptly. Every delay, 
every maudlin appeal of sentimentalists for 
the life which the law claims, only serves to 
postpone the agony of the condemned unless 
mercy is finally shown him, while if he does 
escape the legal penalty of his crime the 
law is brought into ridicule and robbed of 
half its terrors for wrong-doers. For the 
murderer himself and for society, so long as 
capital punishment is authorized by the 
law, the sooner the sentence is executed the 
better. The French system proceeds on this 
theory, and under it the infamous PRAN- 
ZINI will have gone to his final accountingin 
less time than the ordinary American mur- 
derer would be granted to prepare his de- 
fense. , 

For this Italian thief and assassin cer- 
tainly no one who reads the story of his 
crimes can have any'pity, and no one can 
regret that the guillotine has claimed him 
for avictim. No scoundrelever more richly 
deserved to sufferthe death penalty. Onthe 
night of March 16 he struck down with a 
butcher’s knife Marin REGNAULT, a woman 
who had befriended him in her way, and 
he cut her throatfrom ear to ear. ANNETTE 
GREMERET, the femme de chambre of the 
REGNAULTS, rushed from her chamber to the 
rescue of her mistress. PRANZINI met her 
at the door and struck her down with the 
murderous knife, and she, too, died where 
she fell. In another apartment Marie, the 
little daughter of ANNETTE lay asleep in her 
bed. Awakened by the noise, she shrieked 
aloud, and PRANZINI, fearing that she might 
be a witness against him, rushed upon the 
frightened child, and with one cut of his 
knife almost severed her head from her 
body. Then he gathered what jewelry and 
valuables of Mariz REGNAULT’Ss he could 
find and fled, first marking two euffs which 
he cut from his shirt with the name of Gas- 
TON GEISSLER, and a leather suspender with 
the initials ‘‘G.8.,” and leaving these in the 
room. 

There was no living witness to his crime, 
and but for his own recklessness his precau- 
tions to fix the assassinations upon GEISSLER 
would probably have succeeded. But he 
laid the train for his own destruction. He 
told Mile. SABBATIER, &@ Woman who was 
infatuated with him, that he had witnessed 
the murders, but assured her of his inno- 
cence, and induced her to pawn her jewels 
to send him away from Paris. He wrapped 
the Regnault jewels in a package, de- 
posited them in the mail to his own address 
in Marseilles, and then fled to that city. 
When he received his package he took it to 
Longchamps and threw it ina cesspool; but 
in the meantime he had recklessly offered 
Marie REGNAULYTS watch, a valuable time- 
piece shaped like a heart, and which had 
been described in all the papers of the Con- 
tinent, to a disreputable woman for the 
pitiful sum of 20f. This woman noti- 
fied the Marseilles police; PRANZINI was 
arrested at the theatre, the jewels were 
fished out of the pool at Longchamps, and 
then ths Paris detectives went to work to 
arrange the evidence against the assassin. 
When it was presented in court it-was so 
strong as to leave not a shadow of doubt of 
the man’s guilt, and the verdict of the jury 
met with the acquiescence of all Paris and 
of all France. 

PRANZINI’S object in murdering MARIE 
REGNAULT and her two servants was un- 
doubtedly to secure some $40,000 which 
he knew that the woman had locked up in 
her safe. He was unable to open the safe, 
and this little fortune was beyond his 
grasp. The Government prosecutors be- 
lieved that had he secured the money it 
was his intention to come to this city to 
marry an American girl whom he had met 


abroad, and whose love he had gained 
under the false name of ‘‘Dr. Foster.” He 
sent a cable dispatch to this lady on the 
day following the assassinations, and this 


was in evidence during the trial as part of 
the story of his movements on that day. 
That the name of this lady who has had 
such a narrow escape from union with a 
murderer has not once been whispered is 
| another singular feature of this celebrated 


His doom } 


case. It is to the honor of the President of 
the Assizes, M. ONFROY DE BREVILLE, that 
he jealously guarded the name of this un- 
fortunate woman from publicity, and it is 
no less a credit to the Paris detectives that 
they have maintained a strict silence re- 
garding the identity of the deceived girl. 
It is doubtful if such prudent secrecy 
could have been maintained in an Ameri- 
can court or if in some way the name of 
this victim of PRANZINI’s treachery would 
not have been blazoned to the world. The 
chivalrous respect paid to this unfortunate 
lady is one of the pleasing features of the 
most sensational murder trial which Paris 
has witnessed for many years. 

The entire proceedings in PRANZINIS 
case are calculated to show the Frenéh 
criminal authorities in the best possible 
light. The murders were committed early 
on a Thursday night, and on the follow- 
ing Sunday evening the assassin was in 
prison in Marseilles. His infamous record 
was raked up from the time of his birth, 
and when the trial began there was hardly 
an important incident of his life which was 
not known to the prosecutor. It took but 
four days to try and convict him, and his 
execution under French law will be 
prompt. The record of the Pranzini case 
may profitably serve as a lesson to our own 
courts of justice when called on to deal with 
murderers .whose guilt can be clearly 
proved. 


BARRING OUT DISEASE. 


Our ports of entry should be carefully 
guarded this Summer ta prevent the intro- 
duction of contagious and infectious dis- 
eases from the east and south. Although 
the epidemic of Asiatic cholera in South 
America has lost its force in the more civil- 
ized regions, where it raged with great virn- 
lence in the Winter and Spring, the disease 
still lingers in the interior, where sanitary 
precautions arerarely taken and from which 
reports of its progress are not sent out. 
Cholera may at any time appear in some of 
the countries on the northern coast, and from 
these it would be quickly carried to the 
cities of the isthmus and of the West Indies, 
whose condition at this time invites such 
plagues. 

Last Summer the Atlantic Ocean lay be- 
tween us and this disease. This year it is 
found on both sides of the ocean. The re- 
appearance of it in the Mediterranean 
should cause a careful inspection of immi- 
grant steamships from Italy and of the 
Italians who come in them. The type of 
cholera which has caused a panic in Sicily 
is unusually severe. The death rate among 
those attacked isremarkably high. A great 
stream of Italian immigrants is pouring into 
the country at this port. In the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1886, the number of Ital- 
ians admitted was 21,503. That number 
was exceeded by 50 per cent. in only six 
months of the fiscal year recently complet- 
ed, and the figures for June show that im- 
migrants of this nationality are now com- 
ing at the rate of more than 90,000 a year. 
It should be remembered that by immi- 
grants from Italy cholera was carried to 
South America last Fall. Although no 
trustworthy estimate of the resulting mor- 
tality is available, we are probably within 
bounds in saying that the admission of the 
disease at Buenos Ayres has cost 20,000 
lives. 

We have also to guard against smallpox 
and yellow fever. An epidemic of smallpox 
prevails in the West Indies and in South 
and Central America. This disease has for 
some months been especially virulent at 
Santiago de Cuba. A death rate in this 
city equal to that in Santiago de Cuba for 
the month of May would represent a mor- 
tality of 25,000 per year from smallpox 
alone. When the ship Arklow arrived at 
Quarantine on Tuesday from Rio Janeiro it 
was discovered that four persons on board 
were down with smallpox and that three 
passengers had died of the disease during 
the voyage. That this disease israging in 
Brazilian cities is shown by the very frank 
statements of the Rio News. In its issue for 
June 24 that paper declared that smallpox 
was found in almost every street of Rio, 
and that nothing had been done to suppress 
it. The daily mortality in May was seven 
and in Juneten. We take the following 
from an editorial in the News of the date. 
above mentioned: 

“Tt is said that familiarity breeds contempt, 
and as there is always smallpox in the neigh- 
borhood perhaps Brazilians come tolook upon it 
as one of the inseparable ills of life. Within our 
experience there has never been a day when 
smallpox did not exist in some part of the 
country, and hardly a month when it has not 
raged in a dangerous epidemic form in some 
city or village. Frankly speaking, the empire 
of Brazil is nothing less than a huge pest house 
where smallpox, yellow fever, beri-beri, and 
various other contagious diseases are constantly 
in existence. Why is it that something effectual 
is not done to remedy so horrible a state of af- 
fairs? Isit that the Latin raceisso indifferent 
to death that it does not care to live cleanly and 
decently? We do not know who is responsible 
for the criminal negligence in this city. No 
pest houses have been opened, no disinfections 
enforced, no restrictions upon communications 
and burials, no preparations for public vaccl- 
nation, no visiting Sanitary Commissions, no ef- 
forts to warn people from dangerous localities. 
The contents of sewers are'‘turned out in narrow, 
crowded streets to spread the contagion, and not 
a voice is raised against it.” 

All ships from Rio should be subjected 
to careful inspection. Of course, yellow 
fever prevails in the West Indies. It has 
already gained a foothold in this country at 
Key West, but has been confined there by 
strict quarantine. Three wharves at Ha- 
vana have recently been declared to be in- 
fected. This isa disease, however, that is 
more to be feared at Gulf ports than in the 
North, and some of the Southern cities that 
have suffered heavily from its presence in 
the past are now in much better condition

THE PRESIDENT ACCEPTS AN- 
OTHER INVITATION. 

THE DELEGATION RECEIVED IN THE 
EAST ROOM OF THE WHITE HOUSE 
—MR. CLEVELAND'S SPEECH. 

WASHINGTON, July 27.—The Kansas City 
delegation which came to Washington to invite 
the President to visit Kansas City, Mo., during 

his contemplated Western trip, were accorded a 

special reception in the East Room of the White 

House about noon to-day. ‘here were over 100 

persons in the party, including ladies. They 

filed into the East Room in couples and ranged 
themselves in a semi-circle, and as soon as the 

President entered he was met by Mr. McDonald, 

who presented Mr. G. H. Allen, Chairman of the 

delegation, and éach of the other members in 


turn. When this formality was over Mr. Allen 
advanced and addressed the President in the fol- 





lowing words: 


Mr. PRESIDENT: This delegation represents 
the merchants, manufacturers, physicians, bank- 
ers, and men of business generally of Kansas 
City, who have turned aside from their ordinary 
daily vocations to be the bearers to yourself 
and Mrs. Cleveland of this invitation, over their 
own signatures, of 21,000 citizens of the city of 
Kansas, in the State of Missouri, expressive of 
their earnest desire that you visit their city at 
such time during the coming Autumn a8 may 
best suit your own convenience and the exigen- 
cies of the great public trust resting upon you. 
The invitation cannot be regarded as com- 
ing only from Kansas City, as that city 
is the product and outgrowth of a region 
which extends northward to the great 
lakes, is vast in extent, and has for 20 

eara been pouring forth prodigally its accumu- 
tated savings of money and a noticeable per- 
centage of its energetic, capable, and progress- 
ive citizens. We believe that a somewhat ex- 
tended and leisurely visit to this great country 
on the part of the Chief Executive of the Nation 
is entirely in the line of plain public duty and 
Wiil be more than this. a blessing in the end to 
this region and to the Nation. You are not on! 
the Executive of the Nation, but the recommend- 
er of its legislation, and in the exercise of your 
functions toa great degree a joint legislator. 
lam therefore charged with the responsibility 
of pressing upon your attention for serious con- 
sideration the desirability of an extended and 
er trip through that wonderful country, 
to which our own city of Kansas—practically 
two cities in one—is the main gateway. May we 
go hence in the justifiable expectation that we 
may have the pleasure and privilege of seeing 
you at our own city. 


The President replied as follows: 


Mr. ALLEN AND GENTLEMEN: I should not 
be frank with you if I professed that the invi- 
tation which you have just now so pleasantly 
and cordially extended was the first intimation 
Ihave had of your desire that I shouid see you 
at your beautiful home. I have thought that 
-_ trip I might make bringing me in your 
neighborhood would be incomplete and wanting 
in advantage and profit if it did not include a 
short stay in your active, stirring city. I am 
specially pleased that the invitation which you 
so kindly extend tome has no partisan or po- 
litical feature, but that the parties to it are the 
people of Kansas City, desirous of exhibiting to 
their servant and the Chief Magistrate of all the 
people what they have done and contributed to- 
ward the national greatness and prosperity, of 
which every American citizen is, or should be, 
proud, And the pleasure which the non-political 
feature of your invitation gives me is increased 
by the fact that Kansas City 1s represented here 
by the parties who are actually engaged in the 
diverse enterprises which have made your city 
great and prosperous, and that every interest 
which she fosters has a place in the delegation I 
see before me. 

“T want to see your city, aud I can discern no 
opportunity to do so uniess I extend the trip to 
St. Louis already determined upon, and include 
Kansas City among the places [ shall visit. The 
consideration I have already given the subject, 
and the heartiness and sincerity of your invita- 
tion. induce. me to acceptitatonce. My time 
upon this contemplated trip will, of course, be 
limited, and many places which I should be glad 
to see must be passed by, but lam so free from 
doubt as to what I shoula doin response to 
yourinvitation that I think it would be affecta- 
tion to do otherwise than to assure you that 
your city shall be included in my schemes. I 
cannot now fix the exact date when I will be 
with you, but shall be glad to arrange that and 
other details hereafter with those acting in your 
behalf. I might add in a general way that the 
time of my visit will be between the 1st and the 
15th of October.” 

The President’s remarks were loudly cheered, 
and as the applause subsided he turned to Mr. 
Allen and remarked sotto voce: “If thisis an 
evidence of the way you will treat me when I 
get to Kansas City I don’t know when I shall be 
able to leave there.” 

Mr. Cleveland then spent some time in exam- 
ining the invitation which was lying on a table 
beside him. It is a large volume, handsomely 
bound in sealskin, and bearing on a white panel 
ineerted in the cover the words, ‘*‘ Kansas City to 
President and Mrs. Cleveland—Greeting, 1887.” 
The first six leaves of the book contain six 
allegorical figuresin water color, illustrative of 
the resources of Kansas City and the States of 
Kansas, Missouri, Texas, Colorado, and the In- 
dian Territory. Kansas City is represented by a 
winged female figure seated on a hemisphere on 
which is traced the outlinesof the States named, 
of which Kansas City isthe gateway. The second 
sketch (Kansas) is a figure bearing a sheaf of 
wheat in her arms, and carrying in her hand a 
sunflower. Missouri is ps prememey by a maiden 
seated on some sheaves of garnered wheat. At 
the feet of the figure is a cornicopia, from which 
fruits, vegetables, and cereals have fallen in 
profusion. Some chimneys in the distance re- 

call Missouri’s manufacturing industries. Vul- 

ean fittingly illustrates the mineral resources of 
Colorado. 

The iast conception of the artist is his hap- 
ony Itis an Indian maiden just awakened 

om slumber. Out of the mists surrounding 
hercomes the spirit of progress, bearing in her 
left hand a wreath and whispering to hera prom- 
ise of what the future has in store for her when 
she (the Indian Territory) shall have been made 

a State. Then follow the 21,000 signatures, 

which were obtained in seven days. 

The President, having completed his examina- 
tion of the invitation, was introduced to the la- 
dies accompanying the party, who told him 
frankly that they were not half as desirous of 
seeing him in Kansas City as they were Mrs. 
Cleveland. The doors leading into the corridor 
had in the meantime been thrown open, and the 
delegation passed through the Red, Green, and 
Blue rooms. They then proceeded to the steps 
leading into the War Department, where the 
party was photographed. 

The delegation will not returnin a body, but 
after seeing Washington will go to various plea- 
aure resorts. 

A delegation from Lynchburg, Va., headea by 
Senator Daniel, called on the President to-day 
and invited him to attend the State Fair to be 
held at Lynchburg in October next. The Presi- 
dent promised to consider the invitation, and

Donohue, of Hamilton, won the junior singles 
over Lovell, of Hamilton, and Strickland, of 
Toronto, in 10:28, over the mile and a balf 


course. The double scull race was between the 
Metropolitans, of New-York, and the Delawares, 
of Chicago, the Albanys being unable to row 
owing to the absence of Monahan. It wasa 
tight race, and, although the Delawares fin- 
ished first, the Mets were given first place be- 
cause the Delawares got out of their water 
twice, resulting in two fouls. The Mets’ time 
was 10:19. 

There were five entries in the senior four- 
oared shells, and it was a beautiful contest, 
although the Torontos led from the start, and 
finished in 9:15. The Institutes, of Newark, were 
second, Hillsdales third, Sylvan fourth, and Ar- 
gonauts, of Toronto, last. The Hilladales jumped 
&@ seat, or the result with them would have been 
different. In the pair oars the Modocs, of St. 
Louis, were first from the start, crossing the 
line in 10.00%, with the Mutuals, of Albany, 
second, and Eurekas, of Newark, third. The 
finish was close and very exciting. 

The final heat of senior singles was the excit- 
ing match of the day. Corbett, of Chicago, was 
the winner, but he had to work hard to win in 
9:50%. Ryan, of Toronto, pushed him hard to 
the close, comingin only three and one-quarter 
seconds after him. Conley, of Boston, appeared 
broken up, but itis the general impression that 
he could have done much better if he had 
chosen to do so. He sold first in the pools, but 
it was rumored early in the day that he would 
find an exeuse for coming in last, and this 
proved to be true. 

Only the Vespers and Maltas, both of Philadel- 
phia, took part in the eight oars, the Crescenta, 
of Boston, failing to fill. The Vespers led to the 
close, but maintained the supremacy only at the 
costof great efforts, the Maltas cominginfourand 
one-half seconds after them. The Vespers’s time 
was 8:23l, This time was one-half second slower 
than the Columbias, of Washington, at Watkins, 
in 1884, which is the best time on record in as- 
sociation regattas. . 

In regard to the pair-oar race, which was won 
by the Modoos, of St. Louis, Hanlan said it was 
the best race in that class he ever saw. Officers 
of the association and oarsmen count this regat- 
ta one of the very best in the history of the as- 
sociation.

The course is pro- 
nouneed unexcelied, and every Oarsman says it 
will be fortunate if the regattas of the associa-

THE RED FLAG RULES IN A 
LABOR ASSOCIATION. ) 

A BITTER CONTEST IN WHICH THE 
FOREIGN ELEMENT PREVAILED AND 
ELECTED ITS DELEGATES. 

The United Labor Party in the . Tenth 
Assembly District, one of the hotbeds of 
Socialism, had a struggle with the Socialistic 
element for Supremacy last evening, and, to use 
a@ popular phrase, got dumped. The United Labor 
Party Association of the district held a meeting 
at 197 East Fourth-street to elect delegates to 
the Syracuse Convention. The Socialists have 
of late been joining the association in great num- 
bers, and yesterday all the delegates were pres- 
ent, and to make sure of a victory that they al- 
ready foresaw they denied admission to every 
one who could not show a card of membership 
or be vouched for by some one present. 

August Meyer, the President, occupied the 
chair, and soon a letter was read from the 
County General Executive Committee, stating 
that membership in the Social Labor Party 
would not disqualify a man from joining the 
United Labor Party. The Chairman thereupon 
remarked that he would not press a decision 
that he had made at a former meeting, and 
would withdraw from the chair for the evening. 

Vice-President Goldsmith then took the chair, 
and soon the announcement was made that the 
meeting was ready to go into an election of deie- 


gates to the Syracuse Convention. Thereupon 
the Socialists nominated Shevitch, editor of the 
Volkszeitung ; Groenlund, the Socialist lecturer, 
and Max Boehm, a well-ineaning but vain youth 
of the United Labor element, who smiled all 
over at the compliment paid him by Socialism. 
The United Labor men putin nomination several 
of their men, among them August Meyer, who, 
however, declined to run. 

Mr. Soeder, a German-American, born in this 
city, remarked that this was a movement of the 
Socialists to capture the party. The chair ham- 
mered him down with the gavel, and then Meyer 
asked Shevitch whether he was a resident of 
this city. 

“Yes,” replied the latter. 

“T have been told that you live in Jersey,” 
continued Meyer, and then Mr, Shevitch repiied 
that he had lived in Hoboken last Winter. A 
delegate here remarked that Shevitch was not a 
citizen of this State; that he had joined the 

arty only two weeks ago, and that it was time 

© stop the incursion of strangers who override 

the old residents and members of the district. 
He did not think that Mr. Shevitch voted in this 
city last Fall, 

Mr. Schevitch replied that he had voted in 
New-York, and then Mr. Meyer declared that he 
had heard Shevitch say that he was sorry he 
could not vote for Henry George at the last 
campaign because he was not aresident of this 
State. Mr. Shevitch however insisted that he 
had voted here, and Chairman Goldsmith de- 
clared Meyer out of order. 

“Is it proper for a clique to hold a caucus, and 
make up a slate for delegates?” excitedly asked 
a delegate. 

The Chair hammered away and ordered him to 
sit down. 

“The Socialists held a caucus and decided to 
nominate Shevitch, Groenlund, and Boehm,” 
continued the delegate. 

Chairman Goldsmith continued pounding away 
with the gavel and then the Socialist Secretary 
delivered a harangue in which he qualified the 
ae against the Socialists as unmitigated 

es, 





There was a long wrangle over the election of 
tellers, and then Max Boehm declared that he 
was insulted by being called a Socialist. He 
entered the contest as afree lance. 

“Well, pay up your dues before you run,” 
ejaculated Soeder. . 

** That's another insult,” roared Boehm. 

Here Delegate Boer rose and said: ‘* With due 
regard to Mr. Boehm, who is a hard worker, he 
is being used us a tail to the Socialistic kite by 
Shevitch and Groenlund.” 

Boehm jumped upon his chair almost frothing, 
and then tears stood in his eyes as he declared 
that this was the third insult, and asked for the 
protection of the Chair. The Chair gave what 
protection he could by pounding on the table. 

Delegate Soedler said he hoped some recogni- 
tion would be giveu to an American who was 
born ard brought up in the city, and who would 
support the Stars and Stripes, and that every- 
thing should not be monopolized by the Social- 


ists, 

The Socialists moved for a recess of five min- 
utes to prepare the ballots, but when Mr, 
Shevitch opposed the motion the chair coincided 
with him. 

The balloting was then begun, and, when all 
the ballots had been thrown into the hat, one of 
the tellers declared that 140 votes had been cast, 
and that there was not that number in the 
room, The delegates were counted and there 
were 114 present. A number had gone out 
after depositing their ballots and several con- 
tended that the remainder had gone away. The 
teller, however, demanded a new vote, as he was 
Bure that a handful of ballots had been cast by 
some one. 

Along wrangle and numerous motions and 
points of order ensued, and then the Socialists 
decided to ballot again. The opposition demand- 
ed that the votes be counted, but a new vote 
was determined on, and 87 ballots were cast. 
Shevitch received 75 votes, Groenlund 72, and 
Boehm 68, ana they were declared elected. 
Hardly any of the United Labor Party men 
voted the second time. They intend to contest 
the second election as illegal. 








FRUIT ALONG THE HUDSON. 


A BOUNTIFUL YIELD PROMISED IN ALL 
DIRECTIONS. 

Kinaston, N. Y., July 27.—Peach and 
grape growers all along the Hudson Valley are 
jubilant. The growing crops will not only yield 
the largest, but also the finest, harvests on 
record. Peach trees are heavily laden with red, 
juicy, tempting fruit, the first shipments of 
which are now being made. The trees have been 
non-productive for five years, and the long rest 
has resulted in causing the fruit to bave a fine- 


ness of fibre and mellowness which it never had 
before. The bulk of the late yield will mature 
during the latter part of September, though 
thousands of baskets of exceptionally fine 
Smocks, &c., will be sent to the New-York mar- 
ket all through August. 

The Concord grape is king on the west shore 
of the Hudson between Cornwall and Catskill, a 
distance of nearly 70 miles, and in localities 
around Fishkill, Tivoli, and Germantown on the 
east. In the aggregate the crop will exceed the 
calculations of the most sanguine producers 
fully one-third. Concord grape men like E. J. 
Wyeant, of Marlborough; O. J, Tillson, of High- 
land; J. Hasbrouck, of New-Paltz, and others 
will each ship this season from 100 to 150 tons. 
Hundreds of other producers will ship 
as high as 70 tons, while hundreds 
more will ship lesser amounts. In not a single 
locality is a failure reported, and growers who 
take pessimistic views of everything areat their 
wit’s end to find something to grumb)e about, or 
on which to base forebodings of evil. Wine will 
be made in large quantities. Already French- 
men and Italians are purchasing shelled grape 
berries in advance. These men say the Concord 
makes an excellent vintage. 

Other fruits yet to ripen promise to yield well 
The raspberry crops were cut short by the heavy 
rains.

“There is absolutely nothing in sight anywhere 
to warrant a bear market. Business every- 
where is flourishing; the railroads have more 
traffic than they can accommodate; crops all 
over the land are better than for years, ® are 
pbenomenally prosperous. These are the facts, 
and under ordinary circumstances it wouldn’t 
be necessary to do more than point them out to 
bring about a quick movement in the stock 
market toward better prices. But, contrary to 
that, we sit in Wall-street. drearily listening to 
all these reports of the country’s fine condition 
and see only apathy. 


“Stocks have already gone down further-than 
any of us thought they would go; why they have 
slumped the good Lord alone knows; their own 


weight has seemed enough to carry them down. 
And things have really got to that point finally 
where, when a corporation, hitherto in bad 
shave, reflects the better times that we are hav- 
ing by resuming dividends, the result is only a 
slump in the market price. Illustrations of this 
have been seen again and again lately. 


“We've all been unhappy witnesses of this, ana 
the only people we’ve seen making any money 
have been the dashing room traders who have 


jumped in on littlé raids and then jumped out 
again with profits for being bears. A proposi- 
tion made over @ month ago by the head of a 
leading Wall-street firm suggested that a com- 
bination be made by which prices should 
be rattled quickly down to ‘rock bottom,’ 
wiping out threatening stop orders and other 
similar menaces to a bull movement. They 
thought nobody would combine. We were all 
convinced that a turnin the tide was close at 
hand and most of us were very anxious to con- 
tinue consistent bulls without a break—if there 
was 6ven the a hope to tie to. Well, the 
result everybody knows; quotations have 
sagged lower and lower, till the Stock Exchange 
might just as well have shutits doors.

WASHINGTON WATER RATES. 


A SUGGESTION THAT THE CAPITAL IS 
INFESTED WITH BOODLEES. 

WASHINGTON, July 27.—An attempt is be- 
ing made to demonstrate that Washington, like 
New-York, Chicago, and Philadelphia, has had a 
“boodlers’” ring. The peculations charged, 
however, are of a much less serious character, 
and from their nature are easily susceptible of 
proof or disproof. The principal accuser is Mr. 
J. H, Crane, who held the position of Water Reg- 
ister uncer the old City Government. At a citi- 
zens’ meeting held last night he submitted an 
array of figures tending to show that at least 
$300,000,appropriated for the water supply ofthe 
city, had been diverted or fraudulently absorbed, 
and upon his statement of facts resolutions of a 


very vigorous nature were adopted, invoiving 
charges of venality, incompetence, and prett: 
welleverything else in respect to the icp 
Ministration of water works affairs, and making 
some very strong complaints in regard to the 
tyrannical requirements which the present Dis- 
trict Commissioners were seeking to impose 
upon the taxpayers. Mr. Crane is a man of 
good reputation and was an efficient Water 
be, ep Some of the modern grievances com- 
piainea of 1n his resolutions have already been 
modified by the Commissioners on their own mo- 
tion. The specific charges of fraud preferred by 
hin do not appear to affect any person now in 
the service, but it is promised on the part of the 
District Government that they shall fully in- 
vestigated. 

_In the meantime, however, one of the resolu- 
tions adopted by the citizens’ meeting, which 
condemns the Commissioners for “issuing an 
ediot requiring 30,000 water takers to make a 
Special journey to the water office for their 
waterjbills during extreme hot weather and sub- 
Jocting citizens, many of whom are aged 
and infirm widow women, to the waste 
of time and annoyance of making two 
or three visits to the District Building 
to get unjust bills corrected,” finds a very gen- 
eral echo of approval. Every householder is 
required to pay his water rent by the lst of 
August, under penalty of having the water sup- 

ly cut off. No billis rendered him in advance. 

1g only way of ascertaining hia indebtedness 
isto go to the Distriet office and stand in line 
perhaps for hours, in the sweltering’ sun, until 

is turn comes to apply for his bill, and 
then again he has to take his place 
in another line until his chance arrives to 
pay it. This disagreeable imposition upon the 
taxpayer is quite unnecessary. ,At the same 
time the eitizens of the District will eyes d 
recall as a set off to this annoyance that one- 
half of their water supply is paid for by the. 
United States Government out of the general. 
taxation of the country, and that their water 
rates are much less than those of any other city 
of equal population. It seems unlikely that the 
ery of “‘boodlers” will develop anything very 
startling in regard tothe local Government of 
Washington City, as at present administered. 

Some new police regulations of the District 
will go into force to-morrow, but 30 days are to 
be allowed before the penalties prescribed are to 
be actively imposed. These regulations have 
been adopted in accordance with a special act of 
Congress, passed last session, empowering the Dis- 
trict Commissioners to make police rules which, 
after due notiee, should have the force of law. 
If the Hon. A. 8. Hewitt should chance to be- 
come possessed of a copy of them he may 
possibly regret that he resigned his pleas- 
ant seat in Congress for the thorny 
paths of the New-York Mayoralty. Ail 
re are prohibited from keeping bark- 

ng dogs or crowing or cackling chickens, to 
the disturbance of their neighbors’ rest. Fora 
first offense a warning is to be given by a duly 
authorized police officer, for a second offense 

the disturbing animal or fowl is to be killed b 
the policeman—by what means is not apecified. 
No barrel organ or other musical instrument is 
to be mares in any public street without a per- 
mit. ailroad trains passing through the city 
limits are restricted to a speed of six miles an 
hour. This will make the journey between here 
and Baltimore 10 minutes longer. Altogether 
the new rules, if they can be enforced, will make 
Washington a paradise for persons troubled 
with insomnia or nervous sufferers.

The Board of Electrical Control held a 
Meeting yesterday. It was held in the office of 
the Mayor, and before it had got well under way 
that sturdy official had stirred up an amount of 
youthful anger which was pleasant to contem- 
plate. The office was crowded. 

The Mayor was engaged at his desk across the 
room, but in a few moments after the assembling 
of his colleagues he gathered up some papers, } 
tucked them under his arm, and sought his chair 
next that of the President.

Tam most emphatically opposed to any action 
of this board which gives permission to this com- 
pany to tear up Broadway on both sides of the 
atreet, in advance of any system of distribution. 
What's the good of putting down the conduits 
now if we have got to tear up the streets again 
to make a:system of distribution?” 

This question. was aimed with deadly pre- 
cision at the Chief Engineer, who aiso rou 





ranting the application. Mr. Kearney pro 
gave it up, but Engineer Beckwith, of the 
4g Company, assured the Mayor, with 
much heartiness and some irrelevance, that 
“the system of local distribution had not yet 
been settled upon.” 

His Honor then, with a great deal of anima- 
tion, informed the bvard collectively and in- 
dividually (he said this and Mr. Gibbens looked 
pale) that, until he had some satisfactory _as- 
surance that the putting down of the conduit 
would do away with the poles and that the 
system of local distribution would not be by 
means of wires strung overhead he would most 
vigorously oppose the granting of permission to 
the company to tear up the streets. The Mayor 
‘was sought to be moved from the position he 
had taken by vague but vehement statements 
fromeverybody that it would be “all right,” but 
he was adamant. 

Mr. Beckwith said that the Construction Com- 
pany wanted to go to work. 

“Of course it does,” joyously admitted the 
Mayor, “but will you kindly inform me”—the 
Mayor is always polite—‘‘ whether this board 
belongs tothe Construction Company or is it sub- 
ject to our order? Ifthe former is the case, let 
us meet here weekly or monthly and carry out 
its desires.”

A ONCE NOTED PLACE OF AMUSEMENT 
MAKES ROOM FOR A TENEMENT. 

The Grand Duke Theatre, a noted place 
in the days when the Five Points was the wick- 
edest place on earth and Baxter-street had a 
national, not to say world-wide, reputation, is 
nomore. It was started about 15 years ago in 
the basement of a frame building on the corner 
of Baxter and Worth streets, and had an exist- 
ence of about five years, Campora, now a sta- 
tion agent on the Erie Road, and Con- 
nors, who keeps the news stand at St, 
Paul's churchyard in Broadway, were 
its proprietors. In compliance with the 


“ advice” of the police no female performers 
ever appeared upon the boards of the Grand 
Duke. The entrance to the theatre was original- 
ly on Baxter-street, but shortly after the grand 
opening the grade of Baxter-street was raised, 
and the proprietors were compelled to move the 
entrance around into the back yard. This re- 
sulted in complicating things so that strangers 
visiting this noted resort were compelled to re- 
tain the guidance and direction of the police, 
which they akg Saw did, The price of ad- 
mission had much to do with the success of the 
theatre. Generally it was 5 cents admission, 
and 10cents for reserved seats. The élite paid 

5 cents and occupied seats in the private 
og of which there were two. As the the- 
atre would accommodate fully 300, the receipts 
were sometimes munificent. 

The artists—there were no artistes—weré 
among the most popular in the neighborhood, 
Some of them have graduated to more profita- 
ble boards. It was a public-spirited man- 

ment that conducted the Grand Duke, and 
when the great panio struck the country 
jm 1873 and nearly all the Nation’s industries 
were paralyzed, the Grand Duke Theatre came 
nobly te the rescue with a week’s benefit per- 
formances. The need of the people was great, 
the object was commendable, and the price of 
admission was put up to 20 cents. The Grand 
Duke fairly outdid itself. Twice during the 
week the “ boxes” sold for $5. The week’s re- 
ceipts over and above all expenses were $70, 
and all this was devoted to charity. After this’ 
accomplishment the. Grand Duke Company went 
“onthe road,” visiting such distant places as 
Hoboken, Elizabethport,Gowanus, Williamsburg, 
and Nyack. They played a week’s engagement 
at Cooper Union, and gave a two weeks’ per- 
formance at the parochial school in Macdougal- 
street in aid of St. Anthony’s Catholic Church. 

Once during its existence the Juvenile Delin- 
quent Society imperiled its existence by seeking 
to bring it under the law requiring theatres to 
pay a five-hundred-dollar license. But owing to 
the efforts of some of its chief patrons among 
the newsboys and bootblacks Capt. Kenned 
and Sergt. Douglass interfered in its behalf an 
saveditfrom destruction. During lis lifetime 
Frank Leslie was a friend and supporter of the 
Grand Duke, lending it woodcuts for advertis- 
ing purposes and giving a curtain and scenery. 
Several times special performances were given 
at which “the profession’ were the auditors. 
Tony Pastor and Harrigan and Hart usually 
conducted these performances. 

But the Grand Duke isno more. Ruthless 
hands have razed it to the ground, and ina few 
months a six-story tenement will incumber the 
ground once famous as the site of the street 
arab’s rendezvous, the Grand Duke Theatre.

NOTES IN THE LABOR FIELD. 

The striking shirtmakers held another 
meeting yesterday and denied the report spread 
by the firm that they were going back to work. 
Only two of their number had weakened, and 
had resumed work at the reduced rates. They 


were paid at the rate of 9012 cents per dozen 
for the work, while the firm sold the shirts at 
from $18 to $21 per dozen. There was some 
talk of appealing to labor organizations to im- 
pose a boycott upon the firm, but no definite 
action was taken. 

The longshoremen have not ordered any 
strike on any dock to enforce the demand of 60 
cents an hour for night work. They simply re- 
fuse to work by night for less than that amount. 
There is not much work to be done on the docks, 
and the ship owners and stevedores believe that 
they can load their vessels on time by day work. 
The men do not show anxiety to work at night 
inthis weather, and say the work by day is 
about a8 much as they can stand. 

The leaders of the United Lavor Party in this 
city say that reports are coming in from all the 
Assembly districts throughout the country stat- 
ing that primaries for the election of delegates 
to the Syracuse Convention are being held, 
and that there will be a full representation there 
from all parts of the State.

Returning 
home in a boozy condition Costello and a brother 
of his began to banter two girls who were un- 
der the escort of Conlan, and his objection 
brought about a row which was not stopped by 
the conductor until blows were exchanged be- 
tween the disputants. Yesterday afternoon 
Conlan passed Thirty-seventh-street and Sev- 
enth-avenue, and, seeing Edward Costello 
asleep on a cart, gotonit, woke him up, and 
saying, *‘ Don’t you think you were pretty fresh 
last night?” slapped him on the face with a 
hand that is as big as a:small ham. : 

Edward yelled, and John Costello came to his 
aid with a bar of iron and Dolan with a billet of 
wood. Conlan had a piece of Jead weighing two 
poane attached toa ring of brass wire, which 

e used as a slungshot when he met liis antag- 
onists. The encounter was described as red-hot 
by a witness, and Conlan retreated only when he 
had bled so that his strength was gone.

A VARIETY SINGER’S VICTIM. 

William A. Appell, a German widower, 56 
years old, who kept a saloon at 230 Seventh-av* 
enue, near Twenty-third-street, shot and killed 
himself yesterday morning under the stairway 
in his place of business. George Zimmerman, 
the bartender, was the only other person on the 
floor of the building at the time, and he was 50 
badly frightened that he did not budge until a 


neighboring butcher named Louis Stillgebauer, 
who heard the report, ran into the saloon and 
found out what the matter was. Appell died in 
a few moment and without uttering a coherent 
word, the bullet having entered his brain. 

The body was removed up stairs to the apart- 
ments that Appell had made his home and laid 
outin the parlor. The saloon was closed, and a 
big knot of crape was fastened to the centre of 
the side hall door. Crowds congregated on the 
sidewalk all day and gossiped about the sui- 
cide. The _— relative the deceased had on the 
premises was his niece, Lena Schmall, who Rad 
acted as her uncle’s housekeeper since her ar- 
rival from the old country last Easter. Upto 
that tie, and for many months before, in fact. 
8001 aieer his wife died two years ago, he had 
been living with Maude Morton, who sang in 
a concert saloon not far from Appell’s place. He 
fell madly in love with her, and having saved up 
considerable money from the profits of his busi- 
ness he easily persuaded her to make her home 
with him. He spent his money lavishly on her, 
and wentto the dogs about as fast as a man 
could go. Neglecting his business and taking to 
drink his substance dwindled away until he be- 
came too poor to maintain longer his wicked 
partner, who deserted him for another man. 

That was a blow that the foolish saloon keeper 
never got over. He became a harder drinker 
than ever and oftentimes was strangely de- 
spondent and melancholy. He ran heavily into 
debt, and at last took the shortest way out of his 
troubles by ending his useless life. 

Such, in brief, was the story told yesterday by 
the neighbors. It was confirmed by a letter he 
left to his niece. He aisoleft a sealed letter 
addressed to the woman who had caused his death. 


SO RES 
WANTING THEIR MONEY BACK. 
Mary Beadleston and Norman A. Smith 
invested some of their money in stock of the Los 
Neuve Minos de Santa Maria Gold and Silver 
Mining Company, in Sonora, Mexico, and yester- 
day they began legal proceedings for its recov- 


ery. The suit was brought against Ashbury 
Harpendinger and John B. Alley, in the Su- 
preme Court, Brooklyn, and yesterday a motion 
was made to transfer it to the United States 
Court on the ground that Mr. Harpendinger was 
a non-resident. Decision was reserved. 

According to the complaint, one Deidesheimer 
purchased the mining property from some 
Mexicaus for $60,000, and sold it to Pierre 
Humbert, Jr., of New-York, for $65,000. ITium- 
bert sold the mine to Harpendinger, on con- 
dition that a stock company be formed, and that 
he (Humbert) receive 5 per cent. of the capital 
astook. Harpendinger organized the company, 
making John B. Alley President, and issuing 
1,000,000 shares of stock ata par valne of $25. 
Only seven shares were paid in full, and the 
balance was put on the market and $935,000 
received for them. Of this sam $85,000 was 
placed in the treasury, $65,000 was given to 
Humbert, and the balance went into the pockets 
of Messrs. Harpendinger and Alley. The mine 
turned out to be worthless, and the present 
plaintiffs want their money back. Behind them 
are a score of holders of the valueless stock, 
whose future movements will be governed by the 
result of this case.

ARGUING AGAINST A STAY 


OLAIMING NO MISTAKES IN 
SHARP'S CONVICTION. 
DISTRICT ATTORNEY MARTINE AND MR. 
NICOLL ATTACKING THE SOUNDNESS 

OF THE DEFENSE’S PLEADING. 


Large odds may be safely laid that Jacob 
Sharp’s stay in Ludlow-Street Jail will not be 
interfered with by Judge Potter’s disposition of 
the motion by which it is designed to prolong 
that stay within a week at least. A portion of 
the public expects that Judge Potter will render 
his decision soon, if not immediately, after the 
finish of the argument. So thinks District At- 
torney Martine. At present Judge Potter has 
no intention of doing anything of the sort. 

The question was put at him yesterday after- 
noon as he was stepping from the bench, 
Would he render a decision at once? Why, that 
would be impossible. Think of the mass of mat- 
ter through which he would be compelled to 
wade. He was at work on it now; besides he 
would leave the city on Saturday. 


How much time would elapse before he would 
render a decision ? 


Oh, it was impossible to say. 
A week? 


Probably, probably. 
The July term of the Supreme Court, in Cham- 
bers, will come to an end Saturday, and then 
Judge Potter will tear himself away from the 
delights of the Oriental Hotel, Coney Island, 
and hie himself. to Whitehall, and the longer he 


withholds his decision in the Sharp case the 
longer of course will Whitehall occupy a posi- 
tion of unusual, if undeserved, prominence in 
the public eye. 

Judge Potter cannot be accused of forcing 
matters. He has given the counsel on both 
sides all the time they desired and adjourned 
court at 4:45 o’clock yesterday afternoon rather 
than compel counsel to absent themselves 
from their usual Summer resorts until late in the 
evening. Mr. Parsons talked for pps pe the 
morning. He was at once followed by District 
Attorney Martine, and, when he dropped the 
argument, it was continued by Mr. Nicoll. The 
latter was good for another hour when Judge 
Potter bethought himself of Coney Island and 
asked how much longer Mr. Nicoll thought he 
would require. Mr. Nicoll thought he could 
finish in an hour. Would the defense require 
further time? 

Mr. Nicoll had made some assertions that Mr. 
Cockran thought needed reply; the reply might 
occupy an hour. So court was adjourned until 
11 o’clock this morning. 

The work of the day was begun by Mr. Par- 
sons. He informed the court that the popular 
conception of the defendant’s action was a mis- 
taken one, It was popularly supposed that 
Sharp had asked Judge Potter to overrule the 
judgment of an associate of the same court; 
it was not so. Judge Potter was not required to 
say that Sharp should or should not succeed upon 
his appeal or to determine whether or not errors 
had crept into the trial of his case;,those 
questions were reserved for the consideration 
ot the General Term. Sharp had a right to ap- 

eal his case, and the appeal would go to that 

ody whether the stay asked of Judge Patter 
was granted or not granted. Why should not 
Sharp get a stay? Persons guilty of more 
heinous crimes, of murder for instance, had been 
granted stays on lighter grounds. A stay could 
harm no one but Mr. Sharp, for if his conviction 
were affirmed the time he had spent in Ludlow- 
Street Jail would be lost to him. Why was an 
admitted right in other cases so fiercely com- 
bated in Sharp’s case? Mr. Parsons carefuliy 
traversed the testimony to which Mr. Cockran 
had not given attention, and closed by saying 
that the case was barren of evidence that con- 
nected Sharp with the acts of Kerrand Foshay. 

Mr. Martine, in opening the argument for the 
people, said the discussion had taken a much 
wider range than he had expected. He bad sup- 
posed the defense would argue only eight ex- 
ceptions. Still Mr. Martine seemed to be pretty 
well equipped fora general fight. In reply to 
the allegation of the other side that Sharp's case 
had been damaged by the introduction of 
charges that embracery had been attempted, and 
that by such charges a jury already prejudiced 
had become more pronounced in its opposition 
to the defendant, Mr. Martine said he was still 
deliberating what he should do in the matter 
when the attention of the court was called 
by the defense to certain statements in the 
newspapers regarding attempts to seduce jurors 
from a faithful performance of their duties. 
The statements were true. Two attempts were 
without criminal intent. One person was in- 
dicted for embracery by the Grand Jury. It was 
the defense that demanded a full investigation. 
No motion for the discharge of thejury had been 
made, nor at the time had the jury been sworn. 

The crime of which Sharp had been convicted 
was the one crime denounced by the State Con- 
stitution. Sharp’s was the first conviction of 
such an offense in the history of the pe le 
dence of the State. It was vital that its moral 
effect should not be thrown away. No perma- 
nent stay had ever been granted by any of the 
Supreme Court Judges upon a conviction for 
this crime. Judge Daniels dissolved the stay in 
the Jaehne case at the conclusion of the argu- 
ment. Jaehne’s conviction was approved by the 
Court of Appeals. Judge Barnard dissolved the 
temporary stay in the O’Neil case upon conclu- 
sion of the argument. Judge Pratt pursued a 
similar course in the McQuade case. A perma- 
nent stay in this class of cases was therefore 
without precedent. ‘lhese cases, with one ex- 
ception, had been tried before Judge Barrett, 
who also satin the Sharp case. In every review 
of every case the rulings of Judge Barrett had 
been approved by the appellate courts. For 
these reasons, Mr, Martine was confident, Judge 
Potter would feel satisfied of the soundness of 
Judge Barrett’s decisions. The certificate asked 
for could only be given on the theory that a rea- 
sonable doubt of the soundness of the judgment 
existed. Mr. Martine assured the court he felt 
satistied that the motion would be decided upon 
its merits and that the outside clamor referred 
to by Mr. Cockran would have no effect upon the 
court’s action. Mr. Martine spoke for an hour 
and a half. 

At 2 o’clock Mr. Nicoll began his argument. It 
was not necessary, he said, for the prosecution 
to occupy 80 much of the court’s time as the de- 
fense had done. The prosecution came into 
court with a conviction; that meant something. 
It had been claimed by the defense, in order to 
show that the prejudice against Sharp was 
widespread, that almost 2,000 jurors were 
selected before the 12 men who tried the case 
were chosen. The conclusion was erroneous. 
For weeks there rolled into and out of the jury 
box the most singularly unfit lot of jurors ever 
selected in any county of the State. Among 
them were the blind and the halt, the ignorant 
and the prejudiced. It was owing to these feat- 
ures that so much time was occupied in the 
selection of a jury. 

Mr. Nicoll ridiculed Mr. Cockran’s claim that 
the usefulness of legislative committees would 
be destroyed if Sharp’s testimony before the 
Senate committee were permitted to remain a 
part of the case. Mr. Cockran, he said, simply 
confused judicial with legislative functions. 
The Senate committee had been appointed to pro- 
cure information that would enable it to make 
suggestions upon which an amendment to the 
Constitution could be framed. It had not been 
appointed to ferret out bribery. Sharp, he 
maintained, had not been compelled to answer 
the questions of the committee; his answers 
were voluntary. The prosecution had made no 
mistake in securing the admission upon Sharp's 
trial of Sharp’s testimony before the Senatec om- 
mittee. Before that testimony was introduced 
the prosecution had secured the opinion regard- 
ing its admissibility of ex-Judge Noah Davis. 
His opinion was upon the merits of the question, 
and he decided that it was evidence, and would 
stand, 

The case will probably be in Judge Potter’s 
hands by 1 o’clock to-day.

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STRUCK BY LIGHTNING. 


MANY PERSONS STUNNED OR 
TUESDAY EVENING. 


The lightning during the storm of Tues- 
day evening did considerable damage on 
Staten Island.

Charles R. Hicks, of Rockville Centre, Long 
Island, while on the main street in that place, 
and within a short distauce of the station, was 
suddenly thrown to the ground in an uncon- 
scious state. He was picked up and taken to 
Denton’s Hotel, where he remained senseless for 
fully three hours. His right arm and parts of 
his side were sore and very much blackened. 

Lightning struck the flagstaff on the Furman 
House, at Pearsalls, Long Island, and the 
current, passing down one of the wire stays 
to the oftice of the hotel, struck the pro- 
prietor, Daniel Wilmarth, and his son, Rich- 
ard, who were sitting near each other. Both 
were knocked senseless to the floor, and did 
not recover until Dr. Hutchinson, who was sent 
for, had worked with them for over an hour. 
The elder Wilmarth is now all right, but Dr. 
Hutchinson fears the young man will not sur- 
vive the terrible shock to his system, The 
hotel was damaged to the extent of $500. G. 
W, Urnanum, a switchman employed in the Long 
Island Railroad switch tower at Pearsalis, was 
also struck and stunned. A large Newfound- 
land dog. which was lying inthe cellar of the 
Furman House, was struck and killed. 

At the Piainsborough (N. J.) telegraph tower, 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad, the lightning tore 
along the wire Tuesday night, and ruined the 
switchboard. Operator George McKenzie was 
thown to the floor. An extra freight train that 
alrived at the tower soon after the accident was 
unable to proceed in consequence of the failure 
of the working of the block signal, The con- 
ductor entered the tower and found McKenzie 
prostrate on the floor, his right side paralyzed 
a@ad his clothing torn from his body. NeKenzie 
may survive the shock. 
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NO FOUNDATION FOR A SUIT. 


A report came from Springfield, Ohio, yes- 
terday to the effect that an attachment suit for 
$84,225 24 had been begun against Jerome 
Fassler by the Receiver of the suspended firm of 
Whitely, Fassler & Kelly. It was said that Mr. 


Fassler was a member of the firm and that he 
owed it $27,000 for railroad bonds bought of the 
firm, $10,000 for property in this city, and 
$49,225 34 cash advanced to him. It was inci- 
dentally mentioned that he was “ trying to build 
a subterranean road under Broadway.” 

Mr. Fassler said last eveuing that with the ex- 
ception of the fact that he was interested to 
some extentinthe Arcade Railroad enterprise, 
there was no foundation for anything contained 
in the report. If Mr. Whitely had instituted 
such a suit, or any suit, against him, it had no 
ground toreston. He did not owe the firm a 
cent and had had no connection with it since 
1882. In that year he sold out all his interest 
in it to Mr. Whitely and in the contract of settle- 
ment there was an express provision that he 
(Fassler) was to be relieved from all debts owing 
by the firm. Mr. Kelly sold out his interest be- 
fore Fassler did, and since 1882 the business 
has been under the sole management of Mr. 
Whitely. The firm-name was retained as a part 
of the good-will of the business, but the only re- 
maining member of the firm, since 1882, has 
been Mr. Whitely.

Harper was a resident of Jersey City, and died 
in October, 1881. By his will he appointed See, 
a lawyer, ene of his Trustees, who took sole 
charge of the property, which amounted to 
about $50,000. The Trustees’ account was filed, 
but exceptions were taken to its correctness, 
and upon testimony being taken under the ex- 
ceptions it was discovered that See owed the 
estate $4,031 besides interest. Upon the dis- 
covery See fled for parts unknown, andjhas failed 
to return. Another Trustee will be appointed.

TOO MUCH HUMIDITY AGAIN. 
CITY LIFE MADE BURDENSOME BY THE 
HEAT AND MOISTURE. 

New-York wasgiven another day’s cook- 
ing yesterday. The heat, as it was measured by 
the thermometer, was not very excessive, to be 
sure, but that notable factor in human comfort, 
the humidity, was great enough to make life a 
burden and perspiration an art. There was not 
enough wind to do anybody any good, for al- 
though occasionally a light brgeze tried to spring 


up somewhere in the. southeast, it always be- 
came discouraged early and died young, but 
much lamented. 

People who had to stay indoors fanned them- 
selves until their arms ached, while their fellows 
who nad to travel the streets mechanically took 
to the shady side of the way, not because it was 
cool there, but because it ought to have been, 
and they remembered it used to be so when they 
were younger and thermometers could be relied 
upon to give some idea of what the weather 
really was. Wednesday was a reproduction of 
the days that had gone before it—sticky, soggy, 
oppressive, and a source of all uncharitable- 
ness. 

When the weather clerk climbed out of his lair 
on the top of the Equitable Building at 7 o’clock 
yesterday morning and inspected his official 
thermometer in the aristocratic seclusion of its 
private box, he found the top of the column of 
mercury opposite the 75 point. Then he jug- 
gied a wet bulb and a dry bulb thermometer, 
compared their readings, and worked out the 
dew point and the humidity. The latter was 87 
per cent. To have reduced it by half would have 
made everybody happier, but even the Signai 
Service man couldn’tdo that. At 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon the thermometer had gone up to 
83° and the humidity had gone down to.69. It 
was a loss to mankind one way and a gain the 
other. Thermometers on the street level mean- 
while had given higher readings as usual, 90° 
being the maximum for the afternoon. « 

In Shreveport, atthe same time, the record 
was 94°, in Vicksburg 92°, in Philadelphia 88 , 
in Baltimore 86°,in Charleston: 88°,in Pitts- 
burg 88°,1n St. Louis 92°, in Eastport 70°, in 
Portiand 72°, in Boston 68°, in New-Orleans 
88°, in Cincinnati 84°, in Albany 88°, in Cleve- 
land 80°, in Detroit 90°, in Chicago 84°,in Mon- 
treal 88°, in Quebec 82°, and in St. Paul 78°. 

As evening came on the thermometers went 
down a few pegs. The city grew cooler and 
tancy prices for fans were for the time out of 
the question. The 10 P. M. record trom the 
Signal Service office was: Thermometer, 75°; 
humidity, 84°. The end was certainly the best 
part of the day,even if the humidity had in- 
creased. For the 24 hours, from 10 P. M. Tues- 
day night, the rainfall was twenty-three-one- 
huadredths of an inch. 
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SANITARY WORK IN SUMMER. 

The Board of Health at its meeting yes- 
terday heard a report from the Summer corps of 
physicians who visit terement houses in the hot 
weather. Last week they visited 4,170 houses 
and 30,441 families, treating 1,036 persons for 
diseases and giving 1,022 prescriptions. In 


some instances they found such persons too 
poor to have a doctor and too weak to go out for 
aid in dispensaries. Two children were found 
in a starving condition, having been neglected 
by drunken parents. The Summer corps was re- 
inforced by the appointment of Autrang Ay 
Vazian, Felix Amabile, G. B. De Moise, Engel 
Fesnazzi, Julius J. Metzger, G. H. Meyers, A. J. 
Wiener, Henry A. McAuley, S. Pollitzer, Emil 
J. Scuialien, and H. N. Vineberg. 

The board spurred up the Sanitary Inspectors 
by laying down strict rules as to their duties. 
Horeafter they will not be judged according to 
their reports, but by the condition of the dis- 
tricts over which they have charge. Drs. 
Bernard Hughes, a Sanitary Inspector, W. Siken, 
of the Summer corps, and Davis Coxe, of the 
— Department, sent in their resigna- 

ons. 

The board also adopted rules in regard to 
burial permits, to the effect that hereafter under- 
takers willbe granted burial certiticates upon 
condition that they know the rules in ref- 
erence to persons dying from contagious dis- 
eases, and a notice calling attention to the sec- 
tions of the code governing such cases will be 
printed on the back of the certificates. 








SUING A LAWYER. 

Nathan S. Levy, a lawyer who practices 
in the Tombs, has an office at 75 Ludlow-street, 
and lives at 227 Eldridge, is accused by Mrs. 
Fannie Towelof having wrongfully acquired 
possession of $50 of her money, and action has 
been begun against him in the Supreme Court by 
her lawyer, Robert Greenthal. Mrs. Towel is an 


attractive woman of 35 years and lives at 44 
Essex-street. She isa widow and has four chil- 
dren. Her story is that July 11 her brother, 
Guipel Podaer, was arrested ona false charge, 
and, as he cannot speak English, was unable to 
make explanations and was locked up in the 
Tombs until the following day, when he was 
taken before Judge O’ Reilly and discharged. 
Mrs. Towel had, she says, in the meantime 
engaged Levy to defend her brother and paid 
him $15.

She had hardly paid the money 
before her brother appeared, and, when he 
learned the facts, told her that Levy had done 
nothing toward defending him. Levy could not 
be found last night to tell his side of the story.

A brass band was taken 
along, and both going and coming it was 
kept busy furnishing music for the dane- 
ers on the upper deck. At the grove 
there were games for the children and sports 
for the boys and young men, while many took 
advantage of the bathing facilities. The feature 
of the day, however, was a game of baseball be- 
tween picked nines from the Workingmen’s 
Club and the Young Men’s Parish Club. The 
first-named nine was composed of old men and 
the other of boys. The score of 17 to9in favor 
of the boys speaks for itself.

Robert L. Godby, undertaker. of 427 
West Forty-second-street, and Richard G. 
Geary, of 534 West Forty-third-street, whose 
chiid Maggie died of diphtheria and was buried 
on the 18th inst., were held in $300 bail each, by 
Justice Murray inthe Yorkville Court, yester- 


day, for trial for violating the health laws rela- 
tive to burials of those who die of contagious 
diseases. 

T. J. Disbrow, physician and inspector in the 
Board of Health, made the complaint upon 
which the arrests were made. He stated that 
he had warned the parents to keep the sick child 
isolated and to hold only a private funeral. In 
spite of the waruing, the father teokithe child 
into the streets during its illness, and, after its 
death, allowed fully 18 persons to attend the 
funeral and had the cottin opened and the body 
exposed in the crowdedroom. He also said thas 
the accused lived in a tenement house district 
and that upward of 10 families lived in the 
house. 

Mr. Geary said he. took the child out because 
his family physician said the sufferer needed all 
the light and air it could be given. 

The undertaker excused himself by saying 
that he did not examine the death certificate 
very closely, and was unaware that special pre 
caution was necessary in cases of diphtheria.
